BENJAMIN FRANKLIN: 

A NUMISMATIC SUMMARY

B ostonian by birth, Philadel- 
phian by choice, resident of 
London for 16 years and Paris 
for nine, Benjamin Franklin “was 
equally at home in three countries, 
knew Europe better than any Amer- 
ican, America better than any 
European, England better than any 
Frenchman, France better than most 
Englishmen, and was acquainted 
personally or through correspond- 
ence with more men of eminence in 
letters, science, and politics than 
any other man of his time.“i 
The man who is now remembered 
as printer, scientist, inventor, states- 
man, patriot and philosopher re- 
ceived limited schooling in his na- 
tive city. By the time he was 20 
he had spent a year and a half in 
London and was back in Philadel- 
phia. When 23, he issued his first 
separate publication, an anonymous 
pamphlet of 36 pages entitled A 
Modest Inquiry into the Nature and 
Necessity of a Paper Currency, 
which crystallized public opinion in 
favor of a Pennsylvania issue of 
paper money.2 As a by-product, he 
obtained the contract for printing 
not only the paper currency of Penn- 
sylvania but also that of New Jer- 
sey.3 

Soon Franklin had his own print- 
ing firm and was publishing The 
Pennsylvania Gazette which gave 
him great prestige throughout the 


colonies. His election to the position 
of clerk of the Pennsylvania Gen- 
eral Assembly and his appointment 
later as a deputy-postmaster gen- 
eral of all the colonies made his 
name a by-word in colonial America.^ 
Both Oxford and St. Andrews uni- 
versities conferred honorary doc- 
torates on the American and the 
Royal Society of Arts and Sciences 
awarded him the Copley gold medal 
for scientific achievements. 

When 42 Franklin retired from 
active business. He entered into a 
successful partnership with David 
Hall, his foreman, under the firm 
name of Franklin & Hall. This 
lasted for 18 years when Franklin 
sold his entire interest to Hall. The 
latter then took William Sellers into 
partnership and operated the print- 
ing establishment under the name 
of Hall & Sellers. Between them 
these two firms printed much of the 
paper currency of colonial and Revo- 
lutionary days.5 

After 1754 Franklin was increas- 
ingly occupied with public business. 
In that year he attended the Albany 
Congress as a delegate from Penn- 
sylvania and proposed his plan for 
union of the American colonies. 
From 1757 to 1762 he was again 
in England as representative of 
the Pennsylvania Assembly in its 
struggle with the proprietors. At 
the same time he acted as agent

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for several other colonies. He was 
back home for four years and then 
returned to London where he stayed 
until the outbreak of the Revolution. 

As an acceptable substitute for 
the Stamp Act, Franklin suggested 
anonymously^ that England should 
issue paper currency for all the col- 
onies. This “Paper Money Scheme,” 
as he called it, was first published 
in Thomas Pownall’s The Adminis- 
tration of the Colonies, fourth edi- 
tion, 1768, but with no mention of 
Franklin’s part in drawing it up. 
Franklin had sent it to Gov. Pow- 
nall, a long time friend, in time for 
the second edition of the work 
(1765) but it was not used then. 
The plan, however, was presented 
to the British ministers in 1764, 1765 
and 1766, but as Franklin said, 
Grenville “paid little Attention to it, 
being besotted with his Stamp- 
Scheme, which he rather chose to 
carry through.” Grenville’s succes- 
sors appeared to like it better, but 
by 1766 it was clear that neither 
this plan nor any other would be 
welcomed by the Americans. Frank- 
lin’s association with the idea was 
kept secret. 

This substitute plan called for an 
official issue of paper money by act 
of Parliament to take the place of 
that printed by acts of the colonial 
assemblies. Bills of credit were to 
be printed in England and issued for 
10 years at six per cent interest. 
The bills were to be legal tender 
and were to be distributed by loan 
offices established in the colonies, 
with “double security for a Mort- 
gage of real clear Estate.” 

Dr. Franklin returned to America 
on May 6, 1775, in time to be se- 
lected as a delegate to the Second 
Continental Congress, where he 
served until he sailed for France 
Oct. 27, 1776. He was a member of 
many Congressional committees, 
one of the notable ones being that 
which drew up the Declaration of 
Independence. Franklin is easily 
identified in John Trumbull’s paint- 


ing of the signing of that document 
which has been reproduced on a 
national bank note and also on a 
medal. 

On the very day of the Declara- 
tion of Independence, July 4, 1776, 
Franklin, Thomas Jefferson and 
John Adams were appointed a com- 
mittee to prepare a device for the 
great seal.'?^ According to a letter 
John Adams wrote to his wife, each 
man had his own idea: 

Dr. Franklin proposed Moses lifting 
up his wand, and dividing the Red 
Sea, and Pharaoh in his chariot over- 
whelmed with the waters. This motto, 
“Rebellion to Tyrants is obedience to 
God.” Mr. Jefferson has proposed, the 
children of Israel in the wilderness; 
led by a cloud by day, and a pillar of 
fire by night; and on the other side, 
Hengist and Horsa, the Saxon Chiefs, 
from whom we claim the honor of 
being descended, and whose political 
principles and form of government 
we have assumed. I proposed. The 
choice of Hercules, as engraved by 
Gribelin, in some editions of Shaftes- 
bury’s works. The hero resting on his 
club; Virtus pointing to her rugged 
mountains on one hand, and persuad- 
ing him to ascend; Sloth, glancing at 
her flowery paths of pleasure, wan- 
tonly reclining on the ground, dis- 
playing the charms both of her elo- 
quence and person, to seduce him 
into vice. 

The motto advocated by Franklin 
was that used by Cromwell’s party 
in England and originally referred 
to Charles I. Jefferson later adopted 
it for his personal seal. 

After six weeks, the committee 
recommended the great seal should 
have on one side the national arms, 
the latter containing something em- 
blematic of each of the nations from 
which America had been peopled: a 
rose for England, a thistle for Scot- 
land, a harp for Ireland, a fleur de 
Us for France, a black eagle for 
Germany, a lion for the Low Coun- 
tries. The border should consist of 
the arms and initials of each of the 
states. Supporters were the goddess 
of Liberty in armor, in her right

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hand the spear and cap, her left 
supporting a shield; also a figure of 
Justice with sword and balance. 
The crest would be the eye of Provi- 
dence in a radiant triangle, whose 
glory extended over the shield and 
beyond the figures. The motto was 
E PLURIBUS UNUM. Legend 


manuscript in his own handwriting

around the whole was SEAL OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMER- 
ICA, MDCCLXXVI. 

The other side was Franklin’s pro- 
posal which was, according to a 


open Chariot, a Crown on his Head 
and a Sword in his Hand. Rays 
from a Pillar of Fire in the Clouds, 
reaching to Moses, to express that 
he acts by Command of the Deity. 
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Motto, Rebellion to Tyrants is Obe- 
dience to God. ”8 

Congress did not approve this 
elaborate design but allowed the 
committee to remain in existence 
for the next three years, although 
inactive. In the meantime, Franklin 
had gone to France and took no 
further part in preparing a great 
seal. Subsequent committees worked 
on the problem but it was not until 
1782 that an acceptable design was 
approved by Congress.9 

Dr. Franklin was one of the three 
American commissioners to the 
French court until 1778 and after 


lencies are apparent when Frank- 
lin’s monetary views in different 
periods are compared. Generally he 
held that paper money was a good 
thing, but occasionally he did change 
his mind on certain phases of it. In 
1729 he said an overissue was im- 
possible, but in 1781 he laid the de- 
preciation of the Continental cur- 
rency to an oversupply. In 1765 he 
favored making paper money a legal 
tender but in 1788 he objected, say- 
ing “it is unjust to pay strangers 
with such money against their will.” 
In his “Remarks and Facts relative 
to the American Paper Money” of

that the sole ambassador. While 
there he maintained his interest in 
American financial matters. As an 
example, he proposed a coinage that 
would have eliminated individual 
portraits and used mottoes in- 
stead. lo 

“In an age where great fiexibility 
of mind and action was called for, 
he was without peer in moving with 
the course of events. His inconsis- 
tencies were many, but they were 
the inevitable accompaniments of 
his diverse loyalties and his journal- 
istic habits,” Samuel Dorfman says 
of Dr. Franklin {The Economic 
Mind in American Civilization, I, 
178). And some of these inconsis- 


1765, Franklin opposed interest- 
bearing paper money, but in a letter 
to Samuel Cooper in 1779 he said 
“I took all the pains I could in Con- 
gress to prevent the depreciation, by 
proposing first, that the bills should 
bear interest; this was rejected, and 
they were struck as you see them.”^! 

Congress had authorized medals 
for M. Louis de Fleury, Gen. An- 
thony Wayne and Col. John Stewart 
and directed Dr. Franklin to have 
them struck in France. The latter 
procured the services of Pierre Si- 
mon Duvivier for the Fleury medal 
at a cost of 1,000 livres for each die, 
a price that he thought too high. 
Nicolas Marie Gatteaux did the

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Wayne and Stewart medals. Loubat 
describes these pieces in detail and 
quotes extensively from Franklin’s 
letters on the subject .12 

That Franklin was the father of 
the renowned Libertas Americana 
medal is evident in a letter of March 
4, 1782, which he wrote to Robert R. 
Livingston: 

This puts me in mind of a medal 
I have had a mind to strike, since the 
late great event you gave me an 
account of [the Battle of Yorktown], 
representing the United States by the 
figure of an infant Hercules in his 
cradle, strangling the two serpents; 
and France by that of Minerva, sitting 
by as a nurse, with her spear and 
helmet, and her robe specked with a 
few fleurs de Us. The extinguishing 
of two entire armies in one war is 
what has rarely happened, and it 
gives a presage of the future force 
of our growing empire.13 

Livingston, then Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs for the Confederation, 
approved the suggestion with “the 
thought is simple, elegant, and strik- 
ingly expressive of the subject. ’’i** 
Thus encouraged, Franklin went 
ahead with his plans and on April 
15, 1783, could write Livingston 
again, enclosing one of the medals 
in silver for the President of the 
Congress and that in copper for 
the Secretary. He liked the appear- 
ance of one in copper best and said 
he would soon send specimens for 
others of Congress. “I have pre- 
sented one to the King, and another 
to the Queen, both in gold, and one 
in silver to each of the ministers, 
as a monumental acknowledgement 
... of the obligations we are under 
to this nation [France]. It is mighty 
well received, and gives general 
pleasure. If the Congress approve of 
it, as I hope they will, I may add 
something on the die (for tho.se to 
be struck hereafter) to show that it 
was done by their order, which I 
could not venture to do until I had 
authority for it.”i5 

The medal had been executed by 
Augustin Dupre'. That it influenced 


the designs of our subsequent coin- 
age is evident from a comparison of 
the Liberty head, cap and pole sym- 
bols used on the medal and on the 
coins. Loubat illustrates and de- 
scribes the Libertas Americana in 
detail. 

Dr. Franklin’s ideas on coins and 
medals are very clearly expressed 
in a letter he wrote John Jay from 
Passy, France, May 10, 1785.16 Un- 
der a heading of “A thought con- 
cerning the medals that are to be 
struck by order of Congress,” he 
said: 

The forming of dies in steel to 
strike medals or money, is generally 
with the intention of making a great 
number of the same form. 

The engraving those dies in steel is, 
from the hardness of the substance, 
very difficult and expensive, but, once 
engraved, the great number to be 
easily produced afterward by stamp- 
ing justifies the expense, it being but 
small when divided among a number. 

Where only one medal of a kind is 
wanted, it seems an unthrifty way to 
form dies for it in steel to strike the 
two sides of it, the whole expense of 
the dies resting on that medal. 

It was by this means that the medal 
voted by Congress for M. de Fleury 
cost one hundred guineas, when an 
engraving of the same figures and 
inscriptions might have been beauti- 
fully done on a plate of silver of the 
same size for two guineas. 

The ancients, when they ordained a 
medal to record the memory of any 
laudable action, and do honour to the 
performer of that action, struck a vast 
number and used them as money. By 
this means the honour was extended 
through their own and neighboring 
nations, every man who received or 
paid a piece of such money was re- 
minded of the virtuous action, the 
person who performed it, and the 
reward attending it, and the number 
gave such security to this kind of 
monuments against perishing and be- 
ing forgotten, that some of each of 
them exist to this day, though more 
than two thousand years old, and, 
being now copied in books by the arts 
of engraving and painting, are not 
only exceedingly multiplied but likely

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to remain some thousands of years 
longer. 

The man who is honoured only by 
a single medal is obliged to show it to 
enjoy the honour, which can be done 
only to a few and often awkwardly. 
I therefore wish the medals of Con- 
gress were ordered to be money, and 
so continued as to be convenient 
money, by being in value aliquot parts 
of a dollar. 

Copper coins are wanting in Amer- 
ica for small change. We have none 
but those of the King of England. 
After one silver or gold medal is 
struck from the dies, for the person 
to be honoured, they may be usefully 
employed in striking copper money, 
or in some cases small silver. 



buried in Christ Church Burial 
Ground, Philadelphia. His will, 
among other benefactions, provided 
for a perpetual award of medals to 
Boston school boys, the first of 
which was given in 1792.^9 

Over the years the name of Benja- 
min Franklin has been perpetuated 
by many commemorative devices, 
in paintings, sculptures, medals, 
tokens, buttons, on snuff boxes, 
bank notes, postage stamps, in gold, 
silver, bronze, in metal and pottery, 
and in countless other forms. Many 
18th century artists were his friends 
and he was on close terms with 
them. He was of great assistance to

By September, 1785, Franklin had 
concluded his work as one of the 
three commissioners who negotiated 
the peace treaty with England and 
returned to his native land. He con- 
tinued his active interest in public 
affairs, serving as president of the 
Pennsylvania council and in the 
federal constitutional convention. 
He threw his influence to the side 
of restoration of the charter of the 
Bank of North Americai'^ and sug- 
gested the issuance of small bank 
notes by that institution.is But his 
health was failing and in 1790, at 
the age of 84, he died and was 


Patience Wright and later, her son, 
Joseph Wright, when the latter 
went to Paris trying to establish 
himself as an artist. Many of these 
artists were pleased to portray 
Franklin in their own particular 
media. John Flaxman, for instance, 
executed medallions of Franklin’s 
son, William, then governor of New 
Jersey, and of his grandson, William 
Temple Franklin.20 

Josiah Wedgewood did several 
portrait medallions of Dr. Franklin, 
one in white jasper which depicts 
Franklin wearing his fur cap. This 
was copied from the terra cotta 
made by Jean Baptiste Nini about 
1777. Later ones were more life- 
like. In three basalt medallions 
which show variations in Franklin’s 
profile may be seen Wedgewood’s 
attention to detail .21 in the Falcke 
collection, British Museum, may be

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found a white jasper relief of Frank- 
lin on a light blue jasper plaque, by 
Wedgewood; height, 10 inches, 
width, seven and a quarter inches .22 
There is also a plaque printed in 
dark purple with a portrait of 
Franklin copied from an engraving 
by G. Cooke after a painting by 
Charles Nicolas Cochin, fils, in a 
metal frame, bust right, wearing 
spectacles, and a fur cap, DR. 
FRANKLIN above, size one and 
three-quarters inches high and one 
and three-eights wide.23

A long list of tokens and medals 
struck in his honor is given in an 
article made possible only by the 
unselfish cooperation of many nu- 
mismatists and groups.24 a token 
struck in 1794 has since been known 
as the Franklin press token but 
without much being known as to its 
origin and background.25 


Another type of commemorative 
is a black and white Franklin litho- 
graph under glass, encased in a 
metal rim with a back metal loop 
shank. The button is size 22 and 
was made by H. G. Wessel of Pitts- 
burgh for the Pennsylvania Button 
Society, according to Alphaeus Al- 
bert. 

Franklin has been honored count- 
less times by having his portrait 
or some event in his life reproduced 
on American state or federal bank 
notes.26 During the Civil War en- 
cased postage stamps bearing the 
Franklin portrait circulated in one 
cent and 300 denominations.27 Of 
special interest is the beautiful me- 
dallion designed by Louis and Au- 
gustus Saint-Gaudens in 1906,28 and 
the Franklin half dollar of 1948.29 

In future there will certainly be 
a continuation of Franklin tributes, 
including numismatic items. That 
some of Franklin’s contributions to 
American financial and medallic his- 
tory or some commemorative pieces 
have been overlooked in this special 
Franklin number is possible. For 
such omissions or other mistakes 
we apologize but we hope our efforts 
stimulate interest in a great Amer- 
ican and our national heritage. If 
so, our main purpose shall have 
been accomplished.

Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, rare book dealer, has acquired from Thomas Elder 
in Philadelphia a collection of 126 medals commemorating the various events 
in the life of Benjamin Franklin. Mr. Elder spent more than 20 years in 
assembling the group with some of the rare pieces requiring a hunt of several 
years. One of the medals, showing a profile of Franklin wearing an ample 
\vig, is the work of the English engraver Mossop and was made about the 
time Oxford University conferred the degree of LL.D. upon Franklin in honor 
of his scientific and philosophical studies. Another rarity is the Nini plaque, 
dated 1777 and made in France while Franklin was there as commissioner 
during the Revolutionary War. It portrays him in the large fur cap so 
characteristic of his early likenesses. There are also several medals of him 
by Dupre' and Duvivier, his close friends during his stay in Paris.

FRANKLIN ON THE NECESSITY 
OF A PAPER CURRENCY

B enjamin Franklin once 
wrote, at the age of 23, a 
very small anonymous pam- 
phlet about paper money. It is a 
most interesting tract, as a few 
excerpts from it will show. 

The first paper money in the 
American colonies was printed in 
1690 in Massachusetts, 16 years be- 
fore Franklin’s birth. This issue 
was to pay the cost of King Wil- 
liam’s war against the French and 
Indians. Soon after it ended. Queen 
Anne’s war broke out. Indians 
came down from Canada and laid 
waste to the towns of Massachu- 
setts while Franklin was a child. 
Again the colonies sent troops 
against them and to help pay for 
this war Massachusetts, New York, 
and others also issued paper money. 

The amounts were small but soon 
some of the colonies argued that it 
was a part of the duty of the colo- 
nies to provide a medium of cir- 
culation to help increase their trade. 
The balance of trade was against 
them. Their hard money went over 
to England, and unable to bring it 
back, they clamored for a currency 
of their own. 

Then the colonies set up loan 
offices and issued “banks of paper 
money,” as they were called. Who- 
ever held a mortgage or owned a 
deed to an acre of land or some 
silver plate, might, if he chose, carry 
it to the loan office and take away 
in exchange paper bills. 

Massachusetts led the way in this, 
and in 1714 had a bank of £50,000. 


Other states followed — the people 
in New Jersey traded with New 
York; New York had a paper cur- 
rency and paid in paper for their 
wood, their potatoes, and other 
items that came over the bay. These 
paper bills of New York, passing 
among the farmers of New Jersey, 
soon drove out of circulation every 
piece of hard money the colony 
contained. 

So, when 1723 came, the settlers 
of New Jersey asked their assembly 
to produce a legal tender, to pro- 
hibit the exportation of coins, and 
to add one more shilling to the 
Spanish dollar. The merchants of 
Philadelphia sent up petitions for 
a paper currency. A bank was 
formed, limited to £15,000; £4,000 
to pay the debts of the province, 
and £11,000 to be loaned to the 
people. As the law distinctly stated 
that the new money was to relieve 
the distress of the poor, no man 
was allowed to borrow more than 
£100. He must deposit plate of 
three times the value, or mortgaged 
land of twice the value, and agree 
to pay five percent interest and 
one-eighth of the principal each 
year. The bills were taken up 
quickly, and they were so popular 
that another bank of £30,000 was 
issued. Then the Lords of Trade 
heard of these proceedings and 
hastened to send back a disapproval 
and a warning that, should any 
more acts emitting paper money be 
passed, they would be disallowed. 
On March 1, 1731, the bills were to

become irredeemable and would all 
be called in. As that day ap- 
proached, the traders and merchants 
became more and more uneasy. 

The wealthy inhabitants favored 
only specie, fearing disastrous re- 
sults of a new paper issue. Frank- 
lin, however, took the other side, 
and in his own words said, “being 
persuaded that the first small sum 
struck in 1723 had done much good 
by increasing the trade, employ- 
ment, and number of inhabitants in 
the province; since I now saw all 
the old houses inhabited, and many 
new ones building; whereas, I re- 
member well, when I first walked 
about the streets of Philadelphia, 
eating my roll, I saw many of the 
houses in Walnut Street, with bills 
on their door, ‘To be Let’; and 
many likewise in other streets; 
which made me think the inhabit- 
ants of the city were one after an- 
other deserting it.” 

So, Franklin decided to issue a 
little pamphlet which he called 
A Modest Inquiry Into the Nature 
and Necessity of a Payer Currency. 
In this pamphlet, printed April 3, 
1729, he says in part as follows: 

There is a certain quantity of 
money needed to carry on trade. 
More than this sum can be productive 
of no real use. Less than this quan- 
tity is always productive of serious 
evils. Lack of money in a country 
puts up the rate of interest, and puts 
down the price of that part of pro- 
duce used in trade. It keeps skilled 
workmen from coming in; it induces 
many already in to go out; it causes 
in a country like America a far 
greater use of English goods than 
there otherwise would be. These facts 
being understood, it is easy to see 
what kind of men will, in the face 
of these facts, be for, and what kind 
of men will be against a further issue 
of paper bills. On the side of the 
enemies to the bills will be the law- 
yers, the money lenders, the specula- 
tors in land, and the men who, in any 
way, are dependent upon them. On 
the side of the friends to the issue of 
bills will be the lovers of trade, the 
supporters of manufacturers, and the 
men who have the interest of the 
proprietors of the province truly at 
heart . . . 

The enemies of paper money cry 
out, that, if any more be issued, the 


value of the whole of it will sink . . . 
Money is a medium of exchange; and 
whatever men agree to make the 
medium is, to those who have it, the 
very things they want, because it will 
buy for them the very things they 
want. It is cloth to him who wants 
cloth. It is corn to him who wants 
corn. Custom has made gold and 
silver the materials for this medium 
of exchange. But the measure of 
value for this medium is not gold and 
silver, but labor. Labor is as much 
a measure of the value of silver as 
of anything else. Suppose one man 
employed to raise corn, while another 
man is busy refining silver. At the 
end of a year the complete produce 
of corn and the complete produce of 
silver are the natural price of each 
other. If the one be twenty bushels 
and the other twenty ounces, then 
one ounce of silver is worth the labor 
of raising one bushel of corn. The 
riches of a country are to be valued 
by the quantity of labor its inhabit- 
ants are able to purchase, and not 
by the quantity of silver or gold they 
possess. Trade in general being noth- 
ing but the exchange of labor for 
labor, the value of things is most 
justly measured by labor. Money, 
therefore, as bullion, is valuable by 
so much labor as it costs to produce 
that bullion . . . 

But this bullion, when coined into 
money, is heavy, consumes time in 
the counting, cannot be easily hidden. 
Hence it is that at Hamburgh, 
at Amsterdam, at London, at Venice, 
the centers of vast trade, men have 
resorted, for the sake of convenience, 
to banks of deposit and bills of credit. 
Into the banks they put their gold 
and silver, and take out bills to the 
value of what they put in. Thus the 
money in the country is doubled, the 
banks loaning out the gold at inter- 
est, the people making their payments 
in bills . . . 

As the men of Europe put in money 
for the security of the bills, so men 
in Pennsylvania, not having money, 
pledge their land. Gold and silver 
may become so plentiful that a coin 
which at one time purchased the 
labor of a man for twenty days, will 
not at another time purchase the 
same man’s labor for fifteen days. 
Every credit bill issued on that coin 
as security must therefore depreciate. 
But in Pennsylvania the people are 
rapidly increasing, land is always in 
demand, its value is always rising, 
and bills of credit issued on it as se- 
curity must of necessity grow more 
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and more valuable every day. . . 

As bills issued upon money security 
are money, so bills issued upon land 
are, in effect coined land. 

With this phrase, '‘coined land,” 
Franklin successfully argued for 
the need of a more plentiful medium 


of exchange to benefit land, labor, 
and trade. Influenced by the pam- 
phlet, the general assembly passed 
a bill setting up a land bank for the 
issuance of paper money. For his 
services, Franklin received the job 
of printing the money.

To meet the dedicated 
purpose of proof coins for collectors, 
and to permit more widespread dis- 
tribution, shipments in the early 
part of 1957 will be limited to a 
maximum of one hundred (100) sets 
per person, coin club, or organiza- 
tion. Acceptance of all orders is 
contingent upon the Mint’s ability, 
with limited trained personnel, to 
meet the unpredictable demand. If 
the quantity of orders received ex- 
ceed the Mint’s ability to produce, 
the policy of shipping limited quan- 
tities on large orders and favoring 
the individual collector on small 
orders will be resumed. Shipments 
will start approximately the first 
week of February, 1957. 

Price and terms are subject to 
change without notice. U. S. proof 
coins of prior years are not avail- 


able at the Mint. The Mint does not 
maintain a mailing list. 

U. S. proof coins are coins of 
regular design issued by the Mint. 
They are made from planchets 
(blanks) that have been carefully 
selected and specially processed. 
Highly polished dies are made solely 
for the purpose of striking proof 
coin. Each planchet is hand-fed into 
a press, and the proper tonnage ap- 
plied to assure a sharp, even impres- 
sion. The result is a coin with a 
mirror-like finish, a coin as perfect 
in every detail as the Mint can 
make it. 

U. S. proof coins are sold only in 
sets. Each set consists of one each 
— half dollar, quarter, dime, nickel 
and cent (five coins). The price, 
$2.10 per set, which includes postage 
and insurance, is the same whether 
the coins are purchased over the 
counter, or shipped by mail or ex- 
press to any place within the United 
States. No silver dollars have been 
coined since 1935, and the large 
supply on hand indicates no pros- 
pect for additional coinage of dollars 
in the foreseeable future, including 
proof silver dollars. Mint policy has 
precluded the coinage of special col- 
lectors’ items in any coin which is 
not currently being struck.

FRANKLIN’S INFLUENCE ON 
COLONIAL AND CONTINENTAL 
PAPER MONEY

N otable among the men of 
influence in the American 
colonies who were associ- 
ated with the issuance of paper 
money, in their attempts to estab- 
lish credit, increase trade both at 
home and abroad, and devise a 


sylvania, began shortly after that 
colony’s earliest emission. The crit- 
ical situation is reflected in his own 
words from his Autobiography', 

About this time there was a cry 
among the people for more paper 
money, only fifteen thousand pounds

monetary system, was Benjamin 
Franklin. He had worked as an ap- 
prentice printer to his brother 
James in Boston and emigrated to 
Philadelphia at an early age, where 
he continued as a printer for Sam- 
uel Keimer. 

Franklin’s association with the 
issuance of paper bills of credit in 
the colonies, and especially in Penn- 


being extant in the province, and that 
soon to be sunk [redeemed].

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ing the trade, employment and num- 
ber of inhabitants in the province. 

Later, following numerous de- 
bates, he wrote and printed an 
anonymous pamphlet, The Nature 
and Necessity of a Paper Currency, 
which became the subject of further 
lengthy controversy. As a result, 
Franklin stated, “My friend there 
[in the House assembly], who con- 
sidered I had been of some service, 
thought fit to reward me by employ- 
ing me in printing the money; a 
very profitable jobb and a great help 
to me.” 

Following a trip to England, his 
employment by Keimer began, in- 
terrupted by a disagreement. Soon 


ner, that is by loading the presses, 
inks, etc., into a wagon, thence by 
ferry to the Jersey shore. In the 
Pennsylvania Gazette in 1736, 
Franklin had inserted this notice: 

The Printer hopes the irregular 
Publication of the Paper will be ex- 
cused a few times by his Town Read- 
ers, on consideration of his being at 
Burlington with the Press, laboring 
for the publick Good, to make Money 
more plentiful. 

Charles Read, Sr., of Burlington, 
was the one who probably had suffi- 
cient influence to get the printing 
of these later Jersey notes awarded 
to Franklin’s shop, for by this time 
Franklin had detached himself from 
Keimer. Subsequently they were

after, Keimer had the opportunity 
to get the job for printing the early 
New Jersey issue of 1728. Keimer 
had induced Franklin to return to 
work for him, as the young man 
knew how to make certain cuts and 
types, and for that job, Franklin 
made the first copper plate press to 
be seen in America, indicating his 
acute observation of such equip- 
ment while in England. He also cut 
several ornaments and checks (de- 
signs to protect against counterfeit- 
ing). Franklin and Keimer travelled 
together to Burlington, N. J., “where 
I executed the whole to satisfac- 
tion.” 

Subsequent issues of New Jersey 
were also printed in the same man- 


cousins by marriage, and Read sup- 
plied Franklin with some of the 
paper required for printing, for his 
ledger shows, in 1730, purchases 
from Read, in two lots, of 17 reams 
of paper at 12 pounds sterling, and 
numerous succeeding transactions 
over the ensuing seven years. 

By 1739 the new money in circu- 
lation had expanded to the tidy sum 
of 80,000 pounds sterling and trade 
flourished. Many years later, when 
Franklin reflected upon those early 
debates over paper money, he wrote, 
“I now think there are limits be- 
yond which the quantity may be 
hurtful,” an indication of his 
changed position from the days of 
his youth. Surely, a logical and 
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natural change after witnessing the 
floods of bills of credit that even- 
tually brought widespread ruin to 
the colonists who were forced to 
accept the notes in their shops and 
in trade. Due to the scarcity of 
specie and the dearth of small 
change, Joseph Gray, in June, 1746, 
employed Franklin to print for him 
two-penny, three-penny, and six- 
penny notes, totaling 27 pounds 10 
shillings, to be used as “running 
Change.’' Because of several experi- 
ments in printing, Franklin had the 
ingenuity to make his letters of 
lead, engraved the printing orna- 


also printed the New Jersey issues 
of 1735 and 1746, and the Delaware 
issues of 1735-1760. Later, during 
the Revolution, the succeeding Arm 
of Hall & Sellers, printed other 
notes for a number of colonies and 
the government itself. 

Franklin and Robert Charles, act- 
ing as agents for the colony some 
years later, in London, were instru- 
mental in gaining permission from 
the crown for the issues of Penn- 
sylvania of 1758 and 1759. Consid- 
erable discussion over some objec- 
tionable features raised by the 
Lords of Trade were removed for

ments, cut his own woodcuts, made 
his own ink, and engraved the cop- 
per plate vignettes, for use in the 
gradually expanding business of 
printing the colonial emissions of 
Pennsylvania and her neighboring 
colonies. 

Through another friend, Andrew 
Hamilton, he secured the job of 
printing the “Newcastle” or Dela- 
ware notes, as well as printing the 
laws and votes of that nearby gov- 
ernment. Altogether, the firm of 
Franklin & Hall printed the notes 
of Pennsylvania up to and including 
the issue of June 18, 1764. They 


the 1758 emission. The act for the 
1759 issue was refused approval, 
but the notes were printed before 
the repeal was known in Pennsyl- 
vania. The Lords of Trade contin- 
ually opposed paper money in the 
colonies, due to the lack of security 
for the notes and insistence by the 
merchants in England in being paid 
for their goods in specie. 

Following the defeat of Brad- 
dock’s army, the alarm felt in the 
province of Pennsylvania caused 

60.000 pounds sterling to be voted 
upon for the king’s use, of which 

55.000 pounds were to be struck in 
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bills of credit dated Jan. 1, 1756, to 
be redeemed by taxation, and in 
August, after considerable conten- 
tion, 30,000 pounds were issued to 
be current for 10 years. Following 
passage of this act. Col. Henry Bou- 
quet wrote to Franklin, thanking 
him for his services in getting the 
bill put through. 

In a letter to Joseph Galloway, 
dated London, August 8, 1767, 

Franklin wrote: 

I am glad you have made a trial 
of paper money, not a legal tender. 
The quantity being small may per- 
haps be kept in full credit notwith- 
standing; and if that can be avoided, 
I am not for applying again very soon 
for a repeal of the restraining act. I 
am afraid an ill use will be made of 
it. The plan of our adversaries is to 
render Assemblies in America useless, 
and to have a revenue, independent 
of their grants, for all the purposes 
of their defence and supporting gov- 
ernments among them. It is our in- 
terest to prevent this. And, that they 
may not lay hold of our necessities 
for paper money, to draw a revenue 
from that article whenever they grant 
us the liberty we want, of making it 
a legal tender. I wish some other 
method may be fallen upon of sup- 
porting its credit. What think you of 
getting all the merchants, traders, 
and principal people of all sorts, to 
join in petitions being accompanied 
with a mutual engagement to take 
it in all dealings at the rates fixed 
by law? Such an engagement had a 
great effect in fixing the value and 
rates of our gold and silver. Or, per- 
haps, a bank might be established 
that would answer all purposes. In- 
deed I think with you, that those 
merchants here, who have made diffi- 
culties of the subject of the legal 
tender, have not understood their 
own interest. For there can be no 
doubt, that, should a scarcity of 
money continue among us, we shall 
take off less of their merchandise, and 
attend more to manufacturing, and 
raising the necessaries and superfici- 
alities of life among ourselves, which 
we now receive from them. And per- 
haps this consequence would attend 
our making no paper money at all 
of any sort, that, being thus by want 
of cash driven to industry and fru- 
gality, we should gradually become 
more rich without their trade, than 
we can possibly be with it, and, by 
keeping in the country the real cash 
that comes into it, have in time a 


quantity sufficient for all our occa- 
sions. But I suppose our people will 
scarce have patience to wait for this. 

A thorough discussion and criti- 
cism of the foregoing statement 
would necessarily involve consider- 
able time and space, but suffice it 
to say, Franklin, throughout all his 
active years here and serving 
abroad, was actively interested in 
trying to stabilize the financial con- 
dition of the colonies, and while 
abroad was influenced somewhat by 
the discussions and arguments of 
the leading merchants and traders 
to understanding their point of view, 
even though he continued to argue 
for the colonists in their efforts to 
expand their circulating media of 
exchange. 

The English position regarding 
paper emissions in the colonies was 
reflected in a conversation Franklin 
had with Lord Hillsborough in 1768, 
the latter contending that it was 
for the benefit of the colonists them- 
selves to have no such fiat money; 
and it was his opinion, that after 
the experience of being without it 
a few years, the colonists would be 
convinced of the truth of it, and 
believed that the New England 
colonies already concurred in that 
belief, as they had already peti- 
tioned the Lords of Trade to retain 
the restraining laws against emit- 
ting paper money. Hillsborough 
stated, however, that, if applications 
were to be made by Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and New York, as 
Franklin had proposed, such appli- 
cations may well be granted. Hills- 
borough also admitted to him that 
he had read Franklin’s paper in 
favor of such colonial currency and 
that he would not oppose such as 
he had done the previous year! 
Truly, the effects of Dr. Franklin’s 
writings had a wide audience, and 
other than such few brief comments 
written to friends, and spoken, few 
bits of evidence remain to enable us 
to evaluate fully his tremendously 
effective sway over the thoughts of 
his fellow colonists and Britons 
oversea. 

Franklin appeared before the 
Lords of Trade on several occasions, 
and on July 18, 1770, he, still in the 
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capacity of agent for the province, 
had quite a discussion with them 
for passage of yet another emission 
of money. The Lords took exception 
to the inclusion of the three Lower 
Counties (Del.), and after such 
omission, and a few other modifica- 
tions, finally approved the colony’s 
request. From this time on all of 
the colonies continued to expand 
their paper emissions, regardless of 
British approval, or rejection, for 


tral government. The Continental 
Congress, meeting in Philadelphia, 
took on the burden of governing 
the colonies. One of the prime prob- 
lems that had to be met head on 
was that of financing troops. Con- 
tinental currency was the result, 
patterned on the lines of the various 
colonial notes. John Adams, John 
Rutledge, James Duane, James Wil- 
son, and Franklin comprised a com- 
mittee of the Second Congress to

troops had to be raised and clothed 
and fed, colonial governments re- 
quired additional funds for carrying 
on their work. The Americans re- 
joiced in the expansion of the money 
situation which caused increased 
commerce among the colonies. 

The Boston Massacre, and suc- 
ceeding events, caused tension to 
mount, and as the colonies were be- 
ing drawn gradually toward war 
with England, the necessity became 
more urgent for some form of cen- 


make arrangements for designing 
and printing of the bills. Here 
again, Franklin’s infiuence is indi- 
cated in achieving the designs, cut- 
ting the plates, making the vignettes 
and mottoes, and the actual print- 
ing work. Both the copper for the 
plates and the thick, poor quality 
paper were quite scarce. There does 
not exist anywhere any conclusive 
proof that Franklin actually de- 
signed the notes, but evidence 
points strongly to his guidance in 
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getting Congress to approve the 
emissions. His opinions and sug- 
gestions were always of great im- 
portance and seriously considered. 

The devices and vignettes used on 
the Continental issues are said to 
have been the joint composition of 
Franklin and Charles Thomson, who 
was secretary for the entire life of 
the Continental Congress. Thomson 
had had quite a bit of experience 
himself in printing, having made a 
translation of the Bible, which is 
very rare today, and was termed 
'‘the Sam Adams of Philadelphia” 
for his staunch support of the colo- 
nists' cause. Naturally, there were 
many suggestions from the other 
members of Congress but surely the 
homely and patriotic tone of the 
mottoes would point to Franklin, 
who devised so many of the sayings 
of “Poor Richard.” Typical of the 
mottoes thus employed on the notes, 
was that appearing on notes for 
fractional parts of a dollar of the 
issue of Feb. 17, 1776; “Mind Your 
Business,” and “Aut mors aut vita 
decora,” on the notes of $4.00, 
which translated was, “Either death 
or an honorable life.” 

Great pains were taken to main- 
tain the value of the Continental 
currency and keep up its credit. 
One idea set forth to provide re- 
demption was proposed by Dr. 
Franklin by which notes were to 
bear interest, but this was over- 
ruled. Later, in a letter to S. 
Cooper, Franklin thought it would 
be preferable to borrow back the 
already issued notes at interest 
rather than add to the amount al- 
ready put in circulation. Many such 
discussions and arguments took 
place concerning the issue of May 
10, 1775. Later, another $3,000,000 


was issued under date of Nov. 29, 
1775, and so on until 10 emissions 
had been made, the final one dated 
January 14, 1779. 

At one time, Franklin stated, 
“knowing how naturally men allow 
themselves to be guided by words 
and images, they cause the bills to 
be decorated with great care,” which 
remark was made about the Mas- 
sachusetts “sword in hand money,” 
but was equally applicable to the 
Continental issues. “Decorated with 
these fine maxims, Congress sent 
forth this cheap defense of the Na- 
tion,” stated Breck. 

Surely a man such as Franklin, 
who was the most experienced 
printer of hundreds of papers, 
pamphlets and books to be found in 
all of the members of Congress, 
must have had a great deal of in- 
fiuence in connection with these emis- 
sions. Based upon his observations 
that the veins of leaves are never 
alike, Franklin is supposed to have 
suggested a different leaf design 
for each denomination of the Con- 
tinental currency to make counter- 
feiting more difficult, according to 
Paul Leicester Ford {The Many- 
Sided Franklin, 219, 349). However, 
until some authentic documents 
and records are revealed, exact 
proof is lacking, as a great number 
of governmental documents were 
destroyed during the War of 1812 
by British troops when they burned 
the city of Washington. Evidently, 
the committees of Congress ap- 
pointed to carry out the wishes of 
that body had vague instructions, 
leaving the majority of decisions up 
to the committees as to how to 
carry on the work of designing and 
printing the notes, which was done 
without keeping accurate records. 


His reputation was more universal than that of Liebnitz or Newton, 
Frederick or Voltaire, and his character more beloved and esteemed than 
any or all of them. . . . His name was familiar to government and people . . . 
to such a degree that there was scarcely a peasant or a citizen, a valet de 
chambre, coachman or footman, a lady’s chambermaid or a scullion in a 
kitchen who was not familiar with it, and who did not consider him as a 
friend to human kind. When they spoke of him, they seemed to think he was 
to restore the Golden Age.

POOR RICHARD’S MOTTOES FOR COINS

I F FRANKLIN’S desires could 
have been fulfilled the United 
States would have had a most 
unusual copper coinage. Its legends 
would have been hints to help 
American people improve them- 
selves. His correspondence in plan- 
ning such a coinage during the 
American Revolution has his usual 
spark of genius. It is well known 
that the motto “Time Flies So Mind 
Your Business” which is repre- 
sented partly by word and partly 
by symbol on the Feb. 17, 1776 Con- 
tinental currency fractional issues, 
the 1776 Continental currency coin- 
age, and the 1787 Fugio cent is 
often attributed to Franklin, but 
there is no convincing evidence as 
to whose suggestion it actually was. 

Beginning with the May 10, 1775 
authorization, the Continental paper 
money contained reassuring patri- 
otic thoughts in Latin and in alle- 
goric symbols apparently suggested 
by Francis Hopkinson. The frac- 
tional notes of Feb. 17, 1776 were a 
radical change in that “Mind Your 
Business” was written in English 
for the public to understand. The 
design of the Continental coinage 
of 1776 was copied from the paper 
currency as was the 1787 copper 
coinage!. 

Franklin, in his Poor Richard’s 
Almanac for 1748, used the motto 
“Lost Time is Never Found” and in 
his 1758 almanac “In a Corrupt Age 
the Putting the World in Order 
Would Breed Confusion; Then e’en 


Mind Your Own Business.” Frank- 
lin, being the fountainhead for the 
use of mottoes in America, can well 
be the direct or indirect source of 
the Fugio motto. William Barton, 
the nephew of David Rittenhouse, 
indicates that Rittenhouse, in 1756, 
made a clock for Thomas Barton 
(father of William Barton), contain- 
ing the words “Tempus Fugit” and 
“Go About Your Business.”^ While 
either Franklin or Rittenhouse 
could readily have given consider- 
ation to the design on fractional 
Continental paper money it must be 
conceded that the thought predated 
both of them. Franklin’s subse- 
quent suggestions with respect to 
mottoes for United States coins 
make it clear that he was much in- 
terested in sponsoring mottoes 
everyone could understand. 

On Dec. 13, 1775 the Continental 
Congress appointed Franklin to a 
treasury committee of five persons 
to prepare instructions for another 
committee to carry on during the 
contemplated Christmas recess. One 
of the instructions so prepared was 
“to expedite the striking monies 
ordered by the Congress to be 
struck.” Since Congress did not 
recess the instructions were not 
necessary, but are evidence of the 
closeness of Franklin to treasury 
matters at the time of the adoption 
of the Fugio motto. 

By Feb. 20, 1777 a report had been 
submitted to Congress calling for 
the establishment of a mint and

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asking "‘that a quantity of Copper 
be purchased and coined into pence 
and half pence, each penny to weigh 
half an ounce avoirdupoize and be 
in value equal to one seventy-second 
part of a Dollar.’’^ in the Franklin 
papers in the American Philosophi- 
cal Society library are a group of 
letters showing the development of 
plans for the copper coinage sug- 
gested by the congressional commit- 
tee. Some of these letters were cir- 
cuitously delivered between Eng- 
land and France because the state 
of war in America made it difficult 
for pro-American Englishmen to 
communicate with Americans in 
France. 

Franklin was appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary of the Court of 
France on Sept. 14, 1778 and became 
an active participant in the plan to 
provide copper coins for the United 
States. The earliest letter in his 
files is from Robert Finlay at Bor- 
deaux, France, to Arthur Lee, 
United States Commissioner in 
Paris,4 which reads as follows: 

Bordeaux the 2d May 1779 

Dear Sir 

Conversing with Major Fraser this 
morning we came on the Subject of 
Coin & he seemed to think a Large 
quantity of Coppr Coin would be use- 
full & necessary for the united Colo- 
nies. beg to know if you and your 
friends at Paris are of Same opinion, 
for on proper Conditions I could con- 
tract for the delivery of any quantity 
with such Stamp or Stamps as Should 
be thought proper on reasonable 
Terms — on which Subject Intend to 
Converse with Mr. Delap tomorrow 
whose assistance as a monied man 
may be necessary & if requisite I will 
travell to Paris to give all further 
Illucidations necessary. Suppose 13 
Ears of Corn bound togather with the 
words vis unita fortior, round, for 
the one Side & Something proper on 
the Other. I congratulate you on 
great Success of your affairs and am 
with great Esteem 

Dear Sir your most Obed^Servt. 

R. Finlay 

Edward Bridgen, a partner in the 


firm of Bridgen and Waller, manu- 
facturers of coins and tokens in 
London, was a friend of Benjamin 
Franklin and of the American cause. 
Bridgen had property in North Car- 
olina and wrote to Franklin in 
Passy, France, on Sept. 17, 1779,5 
as follows: 

Dear Sir: 

I have sent to the care of our good 
Monsieur Genet 2 Samples of Metal 
intended for the Current coin when 
they are doubtless much wanted and 
yield an immense profit to the 
Govermt. 

I hereby engage to deliver at the 
port of London as fine in quality and 
of the same size and weight as those 
samples any quantity at 14 d Ster- 
ling p. pound weight - Package, Cart- 
age and other Incidental expences to 
be paid by the purchaser. Peices of 
half the weight or double the weight 
may be had on the same terms and 
all of the best Copper. These peices 
are 1/3 of an ounce and may well 
pass for the same value as halfpence 
do in England. I beg to know your 
sentiments as soon as possible other- 
ways the proprietor must make his 
offer to another quarter here. 

If a Die is wanting that may also 
be procured here with the necessary 
implements for working the same. 
In that case proper drawings must be 
furnished but I think it would not 
be so provident to have the execu- 
tion here. 

As it will be a ready money article 
upon the delivery of the metal the 
Cash or good Bills at 2 ms a (vise) 
should be provided and if the pro- 
posal be accepted I wish to know your 
opinion how much may be wanted. 

May your most valuable life be pre- 
served to Nestorian age or as long as 
you can be happy in yourself and can 
contribute to the felicity of mankind 
is the sincere wish of my Dr Sir

Edmonde Jacques Genet wrote on 
Sept. 29, 1779 from Versailles to 
Franklin, at Passy, a letter® with 
the package from Bridgen which 
contained the copper planchets to 
which Bridgen referred. Franklin 
replied to Bridgen as follows :'7 

To Mr. Bridgen, London 

Passy, 2 October, 1779 

Dear Sir:— I received your favor of 
the 17th past, and the two samples 
of copper are since come to hand. 
The metal seems to be very good, and 
the price reasonable, but I have not 
yet received the orders necessary to 
justify my making the purchase pro- 
posed. There has indeed been an in- 
tention to strike copper coin, that 
may not only be useful as small 
change, but serve other purposes. 

Instead of repeating continually 
upon every half-penny the dull story 
that everybody knows (and what it 
would have been no loss to mankind 
if nobody had ever known), that 
George the Third is King of Great 
Britain, France, and Ireland, etc., 
etc., to put on one side, some impor- 
tant proverb of Solomon, some pious 
moral, prudential or economical pre- 
cept, the frequent inculcation of 
which, by seeing it every time one 
receives a piece of money, might make 
an impression upon the mind, espe- 
cially of young persons, and tend to 
regulate the conduct: such as, on 
some. The fear of the Lord is the 
beginning of wisdom; on others. Hon- 
esty is the best policy; on others. He 
that by the plough would thrive, him- 
self must either hold or drive; on 
others. Keep thy shop, and thy shop 
will keep thee; on others, A penny 
saved is a penny got; on others. He 
that buys what he has no need of, 
will soon be forced to sell his neces- 
saries; on others. Early to bed and 
early to rise, will make a man 
healthy, wealthy, and wise; and so 
on, to a great variety. 

The other side it was proposed to 
fill with good designs, drawn and en- 
graved by the best artists in France, 
of all the different species of barbar- 
ity with which the English have car- 
ried on the war in America, expressing 
every abominable circumstance of 
their cruelty and inhumanity that 
figures can express, to make an im- 


pression upon the minds of posterity 
as strong and durable as that on the 
copper. This resolution has been a 
long time forborne; but the late burn- 
ing of defenceless towns in Connecti- 
cut, on the flimsy pretence that the 
people fired from behind their houses, 
when it is known to have been pre- 
meditated and ordered from England, 
will probably give the finishing provo- 
cation, and may occasion a vast de- 
mand for your metal. 

I thank you for your kind wishes 
respecting my health. I return them 
most cordially fourfold unto your own 
bosom. Adieu, 

B. Franklin 

When Franklin wrote that "‘there 
has indeed been an intention to 
strike copper coin” he reconfirms 
the fact that during the American 
Revolution coinage discussions were 
taking place and that the Feb. 20, 
1777 committee report had been 
given further consideration. Bridgen 
continued the correspondence as 
follows:® 

Dear Sir: 

The letter you favoured me with 
dated Oct. 2 never reached me until 
the 15th Currant therefore for the 
future I beg my letters may be ad- 
dressed to Bridgen & Waller in Lon- 
don with a small B just under the 
Seal and sent under cover a Monsieur 
Mans I. B. Hermans a Bureau de la 
paste A Anvers and though Antwerp 
is a little round about they will come 
safe. I am vastly pleased with the 
motto’s for the medals. Will you per- 
mit me to add one? The safety of 
the State is in the Jealousy of ye 
People. I don’t mean these exact 
words but the sentiments ought to 
be daily inculcated. Our Worthy 
Friend Dr. F just called in upon me 
last night just as I had wrote it 
down and approved of it much and 
was greatly delighted with the Motto 
thoughts. I have again consulted the 
Workmen and and Find if a quantity 
can be taken off those Plates I can 
deliver them free on Board for Six 
pounds sterling p. Hundred Weight 
id est 112 lbs p Cwt Package in- 
cluded and I can get 8 Ton done p 
month. I herewith send you 2 others 
a little polished to show the Metal

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in a Better dress the one is an ounce 
the other an half ounce weight and 
if the one was to pass for a half-

On the back of this letter is a 
calculation by Franklin of the num- 
ber of ounces in a hundred weight 
as follows:

It is interesting to note that the 
size of the planchet for the smaller 
copper delivered with this letter 
weighed Vz ounce rather than Vs 
ounce as was previously sent by 
Bridgen to Franklin through Genet. 
Bridgen’s ability to calculate per- 
centages was not too accurate as 
his proposed one-half ounce coin 
would be 43%% more valuable than 
the English halfpenny (46 weighing 
one pound) and S7V2% more valu- 
able than the Virginia half penny 
(60 weighing one pound). 

On the back of a letter dated 
Sept. 13, 1783 from Bridgen to 
Franklin is an indication of Frank- 
lin’s deep interest in the profit made 


by the English in coining copper. 
A portion of those notations read: 

Silver 5/ p. # ) 

Copper 15 d p. # ) Sterl. 

3 Eng. half pence weigh an ounce, 
then 48 make a lb. worth 2/ as money 
which is 9 d more than its worth as 
Copper Disk Coinage. Near 60 p. 
cent Profit. 

When Franklin, acting pursuant 
to orders of Congress, spent 100 
guineas in 1779 for preparing dies 
to strike a medal for the heroism 
of Count Fleury in the Stony Point 
engagement he was shocked by such 
wastefulness. Shortly thereafter he 
wrote an essay entitled “Thoughts 
Concerning Medals”^ in which he 
said: 

Copper Coins are wanting in Amer- 
ica for small change. We have none 
but those of the King of England. 
After one Silver or Gold Medal is 
struck from the Dies, for the Person 
to be honour’d, they may be usefully 
employed in striking Copper money, 
or in some Cases small Silver. 

Franklin continued to promote 
his mottoes for copper coinage 
when, on Dec. 24, 1782, he sent a 
note from Passy, France to Rob- 
ert R. Livingston in Philadelphia, 
enclosing a copy of his Oct. 2, 
1779 letter to Bridgen. This note 
stated: 19 

The commissioners have joined in 
a letter to you, recommending the 
consideration of a proposal from Mr. 
Bridgen relating to copper coin. With 
this you have a copy of that proposal 
and a sample of the copper. If it 
should be accepted I conceive the 
weight and value of the pieces (charge 
of coinage deducted) should be such 
that they be aliquot parts of a Span- 
ish dollar. By the copy enclosed of 
an old letter of mine to Mr. Bridgen 
you will see the ideas I had of the 
additional utility such a coinage 
might be of in communicating in- 
struction. 

Bridgen persisted over a period 
of many years in his desire to strike 
coin for the United States, con- 
stantly urging Franklin to help

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him 11 Bridgen was proud to state 
“it is an object of my ambition to 
furnish the States with the hand- 
somest and best Copper Coin in any 
Nation in the known World.”i2 
Unfortunately for Bridgen and for 
American numismatists none of the 
Franklin’s proposed mottoes was 


used on coppers and thus our coun- 
try was deprived of one of the best 
ways to keep the public aware of 
Poor Richard’s philosophy. Frank- 
lin’s influence was not in vain, how- 
ever, as the 1787 Fugio coppers 
coined under authority of Congress 
still remind us, “Time flies, so mind 
your business.”

FRANKLIN AND THE BANK OF NORTH AMERICA

I T WAS Benjamin Franklin’s 
idea for the Bank of North 
America in 1789 to issue bank 
notes with denominations of l/90th 
of a dollar and 3/90ths of a dollar. 
These small change bills not only 
constitute the oldest bank note issue 
in America of which issued ex- 
amples remain, but no other bank 
has ever issued notes in either of 
these odd denominations. As will 
be subsequently shown this is one 
more example of Franklin’s original- 
ity in finding a solution to a prac- 
tical problem. 

The story of the Bank of North 
America is interwoven with Frank- 
lin’s helpfulness. As the Revolu- 
tionary War was drawing to a close 
and the Continental currency had 
lost its purchasing power Robert 
Morris with a few others obtained 
capital and loans in 1780 for an 
organization, informally known as 
the “Pennsylvania Bank,” to handle 
the purchase of provisions to be 
stored for and supplied to the Con- 
tinental army. Since purchases 
could only be made for specie Con- 
gress was to repay proper amounts 
as funds were obtained. The suc- 
cessful operation of this enterprise 
was one of the reasons leading to 
the appointment of Morris as Super- 
intendent of Finance on Feb. 20, 
1781. Alexander Hamilton promptly 
urged the creation of a national 
bank and the plan for the organiza- 
tion of the Bank of North America 
was submitted by Morris to Con- 
gress on May 17, 1781. Its bank 
notes were to have the same status 
as specie and were to be acceptable 


for duties and taxes due the United 
States. A copy of the plan was sent 
by Morris to Franklin at Passy, 
France, asking him to contact emi- 
nent bankers in Paris as to the 
credit they would grant such a bank. 
Capital for the bank came from 
many persons including the invest- 
ors in the “Pennsylvania Bank” or- 
ganization and the Bank of North 
America was incorporated Dec. 31, 
1781, by the Continental Congress 
as a federal corporation. 

To reinforce the bank’s authority 
it was also incorporated in Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and Massachusetts 
and its bank notes were declared 
receivable for taxes in Connecticut. 
Although its bank notes at first 
passed at a discount of 10% to 15% 
below specie they were soon ac- 
cepted at par. 

The success of the bank and its 
earnings for its stockholders started 
a movement in Pennsylvania to take 
away its franchise and after a pro- 
longed political struggle Pennsyl- 
vania revoked the bank’s Pennsyl- 
vania charter on Sept. 13, 1785. On 
the next day Franklin was enthusi- 
astically welcomed on his return to 
Philadelphia from France after com- 
pleting his work as American min- 
ister during the Revolutionary War. 
Franklin promptly began to help the 
bank reinstate the charter because 
he believed it benefited the public. 
He opened an account in the bank 
and bought eight shares of its stock, 
overdrawing his account to do so. 
Franklin was elected President of 
Pennsylvania and combined his in- 
fiuence with the efforts of the Anti-

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Constitutionalists to bring about a 
restoration of the charter on March 
17, 1787. 

Franklin’s next suggestion for 
the welfare of the bank and for the 
public took place during the copper 
panic of 1789. The Spanish doUar 
had an exchange value of seven 
shillings six pence or 90 pence in 
Pennsylvania currency or money of 
account. A penny in Pennsylvania 
currency was therefore equivalent 


to l/90th of a Spanish dollar. The 
only small coins in circulation in 
Pennsylvania were New Jersey and 
Connecticut coppers and genuine 
and counterfeit English halfpence, 
all of which first circulated at 15 
to the shilling of Pennsylvania cur- 
rency (four- fifths pence each), but 
during 1788 dropped to 24 to the 
shilling (one-half pence each). They 
continued to glut the market until 
the middle of 1789 when they be- 


came unacceptable, their circulation 
as coin stopped and small trade was 
paralyzed. 

Franklin suggested a solution to 
his son-in-law, Richard Bache, who 
was on the board of directors of the 
Bank of North America. The min- 
utes of the bank for August 6, 1789 
states: 

Mr. Richard Bache moved, upon the 
recommendation of Dr. Benjamin 
Franklin, that this bank should now 


issue small tickets or notes, to supply 
the call of the public for change dur- 
ing the present interruption to the 
circulation of copper coin, and pre- 
sented a sheet of paper of a very 
peculiar fabric, as most suitable for 
the purpose — of which paper the Doc- 
tor had only two reams, which he 
would spare the bank for this par- 
ticular use. 

Whereupon the board resolved that 
Benjamin F. Bache print a number 
of tickets of the denomination of 
three ninetieths of a dollar equal to 
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three pence specie, and also a number 
of tickets of the denomination of one 
ninetieth of a dollar, equal to one 
penny specie. 

The instructions for the printing 
of the notes or “tickets’" by Benja- 
min Franklin Bache, Franklin’s 
grandson, are as follows: 

Bank of North America 

August 6, 1789 
Sir 

Agreeable to a Resolution of a 
Board of Directors of the Bank of 
North America this day made, you 
are requested, and hereby fully au- 
thorized to print for the Use of the 
said Bank a Number of Tickets of the 
Denomination of Three Ninetieths of

The two reams of paper which 
Franklin furnished were sheets 
about 8 by 10 inches in size, marbled 
on one surface of the long side. 
Four type set notes for 3/90th of a 
dollar (plate letters A, B, C and D) 
and twelve type set notes for l/90th 
of a dollar (plate letters A through 
M except J) were printed on each 
sheet. All of the larger denomina- 
tions had marbling on the reverse 
similar to the marbling found on the 
$20 Continental currency of May 
10, 1775. A sheet of 13 out of the 
16 notes is in the collection of the 
author, a portion of which showing 
each denomination is illustrated 
herewith. It will be noted that the 
word “specie” is emphasized on both 
sides of the note. 

Franklin in the last year of his 
life had solved the problem of small 
change and brought about the issu- 
ance of notes which are still redeem- 
able by the successor corporation to 
the Bank of North America. 
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That body [i.e. Congress] is, as you suppose, not well skilled in financing. 
But their deficiency in knowledge has been amply supplied by good lucK 
They issued an immense quantity of paper bills to pay, cjothe arm, and 
feed their troops, and fit out ships; and with this paper, without taxes for 
the first three years, they fought and baffled one of the most powerful nations 
of Europe They hoped, nothwithstanding its quantity, to have kept up the 
value of their paper. In this they were mistaken. It depreciated gradually. 
But this depreciation, though in some circumstances inconvenient, has had the 
general good and great effect of operating as a tax, and perhaps the most 
equal of all taxes, since it depreciated in the hands of the holders of money, 
and thereby taxed them in proportion to the sums they held and the time 
they held it which generally is in proportion to men’s wealth. Thus, after 
having done its business, the paper is reduced to the sixtieth part of its 
original value — Franklin to Thomas Ruston, Oct. 9, 1780.

THE FRANKLIN PRESS TOKEN

INTRODUCTION 


T his is the story of the Frank- 
lin press halfpenny copper 
token, struck in England four 
years after Benjamin Franklin’s 
death. The story is also concerned 
with the printing press in London 
at which Franklin worked as a 20 
year old journeyman printer. It is 
probable that these two subjects are 
closely related, as we shall see. 

The Franklin press token is a 
member of that notable family 
styled English 18th century tokens. 
Hundreds of tons of the latter were 
privately minted between 1787 and 
1797, plus a few more up to 1801. 
They have delighted coin collectors 
since their first appearance, due to 
the profusion of types, to their 
human interest, and to the general 
excellence of the die cutters’ work. 
The initial presence of these tokens 


in numismatic circulation produced 
many more coin dealers in London 
than there are today, i and the 
tokens have inspired dozens of books 
and articles. 

After much research, it turns out 
that the Franklin press token is 
nearly without a firm history. In 
order to make credible speculations 
concerning its origin, it is necessary 
first to review the status of English 
copper coinage in the latter half of 
the 18th century which invited the 
production of copper counterfeits, 
evasive imitations of regal copper 
coins, and finally the copper tokens.^ 
Next in order is a study of the 
Franklin press token and its prob- 
able relation to this background. 
Following this study, a “flash-back” 
to much earlier events reveals the 
history of the old printing press and 
brings its story up to date. 


COUNTERFEITS AND EVASIVE IMITATIONS OF REGAL COPPERS 


The placing of privately minted 
copper coins in circulation as money 
undoubtedly would be considered 
counterfeiting today. But in 18th 


century England, the counterfeit 
laws dealt tenderly with private 
coiners as long as they imitated only 
regal copper coins and didn’t copy

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the designs too closely. It was a 
matter of small concern if a regal 
copper were imitated or counter- 
feited because it wasn’t considered 
as real money anyway, not even at 
the Royal Mint. This was because 
the weight of a regal copper had 
been chosen so that the metal value 
was substantially less than the face 
value, by law, enough less to pay 
the production costs of coining. Sil- 
ver and gold coins were minted full

weight, that is, metal value equalled 
face value; taxes were levied to pay 
the expenses of their minting but 
this was considered too costly a 
procedure for copper. Therefore, a 
regal copper was too light in weight 
to be considered “honest money” or 
even “money” by people who for 
centuries had held the idea that real 


coins must have full value “built in.” 
So the evasive imitation of regal 
copper half-pence^ was a fairly re- 
spectable trade and outright coun- 
terfeiting was common if not re- 
spectable. 

Many imitation and counterfeit 
coppers weighed as much as regal 
coins, but the private coiner could 
still make a profit because his produc- 
tion costs were lower than those of 
the Royal Mint. He sometimes in- 
creased his profit by lowering the 
coin weight below that of a regal 
copper and by mixing lower-cost 
metals with the copper. However, 
such coins were extremely unpopu- 
lar if the debasement could be de- 
tected readily; they were refused if 
payment could be had in any other 
form. 

In the late 1780s, the profits of the 
private coiner soared still higher be- 
cause the cost of copper from the 
mines in Cornwall dropped about 25 
percent. In 1750, about half the cop- 
pers in circulation had been pri- 
vately minted and by 1789 two-thirds 
were bogus. 

Both regal coppers and counter- 
feits (including evasive imitations) 
were generally plentiful, although 
the lack of any official distribution 
system caused occasional local short- 
ages and also terrific over-supplies. 
But they were all extremely unpop- 
ular and were only acceptable as a 
last resort, because they were too 
light in weight to be “honest.”^ To 
the man in the street, the regal cop- 
per was just as unacceptable as the 
counterfeit of equivalent weight 
since, as a practical matter, he 
couldn’t tell the difference. 


ENGLISH 18TH CENTURY TOKENS 


Thus, by 1787, popular demand 
had set the stage for another suc- 
cessful private coinage adventure: 
the production and marketing of 
the heavier-than-regal, non-imitative 
copper traders’ tokens. Their heavier 
weight made them popular at once. 

The genuine traders’ token was 
generally heavier than the regal 
copper, although, of course, it was 


not so heavy as to wipe out the 
private coiner’s profit. There were 
a few exceptions, probably unpopu- 
lar, which were lighter than regal 
coppers. From information in a 
letter to the Gentleman's Magazine 
for December, 1794, genuine traders’ 
halfpenny tokens varied in weight 
between about 5.6 pennyweights 
(dwt) and 10 dwt as compared to

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the regal halfpenny of 1775 at about 
6.3 dwt and to the legal Boulton- 
contract halfpenny of 1799 at about 
8.1 dwt.5 

It is regrettable that the extensive 
literature on the 18th century to- 
kens has almost nothing to say con- 
cerning their weight. Observation 
of them plus a few references 2 , 4 
confirm the idea that the weight was 
a pivotal factor in determining the 
number to be coined and the public 
acceptability of all these coppers. 
This conclusion makes sense in view 
of the conditions which prevailed at 
that day, although it is at variance 
with most of the literature which 
generally cites scarcity of regal is- 
sues as the reason for all the private 
coppers. 6 

Another feature of the genuine 
traders’ token was its stated re- 
deemability in real money by the 
issuer at an address given on the 
token. Thus, business advertising 
was a by-product of their use. Token 
making was a truly respectable 
business, especially at first. Later 
(as would be expected) lightweight, 
debased and counterfeit versions of

Crosby’s description is as accurate 
today as when originally published

Nowhere in the dozen or so list- 
ings examined does anyone essay 
the translation of the Latin legend, 
probably because it is somewhat 
difficult. Among several acceptable 


the traders’ tokens appeared and, of 
course, the counterfeiting and imi- 
tation of regal halfpence continued. 

A second and numerous class of 
18th century tokens was made for 
general circulation. That is, they 
were sold in bulk by the private 
coiner to anyone who wished to pass 
unredeemable tokens into general 
circulation at a profit. The promise 
of redemption and the name and 
address of the issuer were either 
missing or evasive. They competed 
for acceptability in trade on the 
basis of their weight. Many carried 
propaganda messages of a political 
nature. 

Collectors tokens, a third class, 
were made for sale to coin collectors 
who were then demanding more 
types. Such tokens were coined in 
fairly limited numbers. 

The fourth class, private tokens, 
was of extremely limited coinage. 
They were coined as artificial rari- 
ties on order of private coin collec- 
tors who found them useful in bar- 
gaining with fellow collectors. Most 
of these items have the appearance 
of genuine traders’ tokens.

variations in English phrasing, the 
translation given below is offered as 
most meaningful: “Thus by the 
Printing Press a Philosophy Origi- 
nates and Liberty will Burst Forth.” 
This legend seems intended to in- 
spire Englishmen to hold mildly 
liberal views, perhaps sympathetic 
to the American cause or to the con- 
temporary French Revolution, as 
did some other English tokens of 
this period. 

By far the most comprehensive 
reference available is Dalton and 
Hamer,8 The Provincial Token Coin- 
age of the Eighteenth Century, 
(1910-1917). D & H No. Middlesex 
307 is an extremely rare subvariety 
with edge lettered: AN ASYLUM

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FOR THE OPPRESS’D OF ALL 
NATIONS. A. H. F. Baldwin of the 
British numismatic firm of A. H. 
Baldwin & Sons, Ltd., London, in- 
formed this writer in October of 
1955 that he possessed a specimen 
of the Franklin press token with an 
obliquely reeded edge. No other 
edge variations have been found. 

Dalton and Hamer list literally 
thousands of die varieties for 18th 
century tokens, but apparently only 
a single pair of dies was used in 
the case we are considering. The 
Franklin press token was not even 
flattered by imitation or counterfeit- 
ing, and in only a single reported 
instance by “muling.” 

A mule of the Franklin press ob- 
verse appeared in W. E. Wood- 
ward’s Boston sale of a “Private 
Collection,” October 13-18, 1884; lot 
408: “Obv. like the last [printing 
press] ; rev., mark of the East India 
Co. ; copper planchet two sizes larger 
and twice the thickness of the last; 
excessively rare. . . .” Woodward 
apparently sold this mule a second 
time in the Twining auction of April 
27-29, 1886; lot 1102: “. . . rev., the 
monogram of the East India Co. On 
a planchet of double thickness; of 
contemporary period, and the only 
one known.” The mark or mono- 
gram of the East India Co., is their 
bale mark, consisting of an outlined 
heart divided into four segments by 
two crossed diagonal lines. The let- 
ters V E I C for United East India 
Company appear in the upper, left, 
right, and bottom segments respec- 
tively. There is generally a nu- 


meral “4” above the heart. This bale 
mark is a part of the reverse of sev- 
eral 18th century tokens. We cannot 
now determine which one may have 
been muled with the Franklin press 
obverse. 

Most impressions of the Franklin 
press token seen by the writer have 
a heavy die break through the print- 
ing press below the handle. David 
Proskey, a careful numismatist, 
considered that a perfect die speci- 
men was much rarer than one with 
the broken die when the former was 
sold in 1890 as lot 2456 in the R. 
Coulton Davis auction by the New 
York Stamp and Coin Co. 

The Franklin press token of 1794 
achieved contemporary numismatic 
listing in the English coin collec- 
tors guidebooks and handbooks. For 
example, beginning in 1795, there 
appeared serially in London the 
eight small volumes of The Virtu- 
oso's Companion and Coin Collec- 
tors Guide by Thomas Prattent. 
These little books indexed the then- 
known English 18th century tokens 
and illustrated them with copper- 
plate engravings. The Franklin 
press token was shown and listed 
without comment as a London half- 
penny piece. It was listed similarly 
in contemporary numismatic books 
by Charles Pye (1795), » Samuel 
BirchaU (1796), lo James Conder 
(1798), 11 and probably by other writ- 
ers. But nowhere in this contem- 
porary material have historical data 
been found; not even the names of 
the die engraver, coiner or issuer. 


QUESTIONS ON THE FRANKLIN PRESS TOKEN 


Is it rare? With a single pair of 
dies, the order of magnitude of the 
number coined might have been 
30,000 except that the obverse die 
failed early, so perhaps no more 
than a tenth of this number were 
struck. These flgures are, of course, 
highly conjectural. The token is 
regularly offered at sales and may 
be considered scarce, but not rare. 


Is it a halfpenny? No face value 
is marked on the token. This omis- 
sion casts doubt on its status as a 
genuine traders’ token, since most 
of them were marked PENNY, 
HALFPENNY, etc., without any 
trouble from the counterfeit laws. 
However, all observed contem- 
porary and other listings place the 
Franklin press token with the half-

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pence. It weighs about 80 per cent 
as much as a regal halfpenny or 160 
per cent of a regal farthing. Could 
it have been intended as the Frank- 
lin press farthing token? This 
writer has concluded it was intended 
as a light weight halfpenny token. 
Fully half the American references 
call it the Franklin press cent, a 
meaningless and incorrect name so 
hallowed by habit that it will doubt- 
less continue. This misuse of the 
name “cent” goes back at least as 
far as the L. G. Parmalee Descrip- 
tive Catalog of American Coins, 
Boston, 1873. English private coin- 
ers made several copper coins for 
circulation in America in the 1790s, 
which correctly annnounced them- 
selves as “cents.” These include the 
contemporary Talbot AUum and Lee 
cents of 1794 issued in New York; 
also, the earlier Washington presi- 
dent cents of 1791, D & H Middlesex 
1049 and 1050. These last are in- 
dexed in D & H as “halfpence.” 

Did the Franklin press token cir- 
culate in America? A substantial 
fraction of the specimens seen are 
somewhat worn — by circulation 
rather than by cabinet friction — so 
they did circulate somewhere. The 
cryptic presence of the word 
FRANKLIN, the printing press and 
the “liberal” Latin legend on this 
copper piece all make it seem to be 
one of those interesting links which 
tie the English coinage to the early 
American series; also the rare edge 
marking: AN ASYLUM FOR THE 
OPPRESS’D OF ALL NATIONS 
points toward an intention for use 
in America. However, no contem- 
porary or other evidence of its cir- 
culation in America has been found. 
Its light weight would have been as 
severe an obstacle to acceptance in 
America as in England; it weighed 
only 58 per cent as much as the 
U. S. copper cents of the same year.^ 
The promise to pay at a location on 
the other side of the Atlantic Ocean 
seems to pretty well rule out any 
intention to circulate this coin in 
America. However, it has appeared 
in American coin books and hand- 
books for so many years in the 


“Miscellaneous” category of “Coins 
and Tokens of the English- American 
Colonies” that such listing is prob- 
ably fixed for all time. 

Did it circulate in England ? Craig 
relates that a “commercial traveller 
who worked Chester carried 50 de- 
signs of tokens in his sample box, 
any one of which he could supply at 
60 per cent of face value.”i2 The 
Franklin press token may well have 
been one of them ~ one of the more 
unpopular ones with prospective 
issuers. Of course, the token was of 
good copper, about regal diameter 
and carried a promise of redemption 
by a firm with a reasonable sound- 
ing name. However, the light weight 
— 80 per cent of legal - was below 
the minimum of 89 per cent of legal 
cited in the Gentleman^s Magazine 
for December, 1794. Also, the diffi- 
cult Latin motto would not help its 
popularity, except possibly among 
the literati. Most tokens intended 
for circulation were struck in sub- 
stantially larger quantities than ap- 
pears to have been the case with 
this one. The absence of counter- 
feits also points in the direction of 
unpopularity as a circulating me- 
dium. But it did circulate some in 
England. 

Was it redeemable? The inscrip- 
tion on the token states unequiv- 
ocally PAYABLE AT THE FRANK- 
LIN PRESS LONDON. But was 
there a firm in London named or 
nicknamed “the Franklin Press?” 
“Yes,” say Dalton and Hamer in an 
unindexed item {after the Addenda, 
the Corrigenda, the Tables and the 
General Index in the copy con- 
sulted.) They cite an anonymous 
writer in the English magazine 
Bazaar without specifying the date: 
“. . . these were issued by the Pro- 
prietors of Watts Printing Office, 
known as the Franklin Press, be- 
cause Benjamin Franklin at one 
time worked there as a journeyman 
printer and also as a compositor.” 
Since the first issue of Bazaar was 
in May, 1868, their statement is by 
no means contemporary with the 
token. No earlier use of the name 
“Franklin Press” to identify Watts’

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Printing Works has been found, 
although the idea has been copied 
and recopied in various publications 
since that time. Actually, as will be 
developed below, it is extremely 
doubtful if the Watts firm name 
persisted so many years after his 
death in 1763 or that his business or 
any other in London was known as 
“The Franklin Press” in 1794. Hence, 
the promise of redemption is very 
likely evasive, and we probably will 
never know the name of the issuer 
of the limited number which went 
into circulation. 

Who manufactured it? No direct 
evidence has been found. A com- 
parison of letter-punch markings 
with those on other tokens might 
yield some information, but the 
search would be tedious and prob- 
ably unrewarding. Some further 
possibilities are worth considering. 
At least 14 other English tokens 
carry the same “Asylum” edge 
marking which D & H describe as 
very rare for the Franklin press 
token.i3 The names of the coiners 
are known for seven of the 14; for 
six of these seven, the coiner was 
William Lutwyche, one of the prin- 
cipal Birmingham token makers 
who supplied customers in all parts 
of the United Kingdom. Unfortu- 
nately, joint use of an edge die is 
not a very good clue to the manu- 
facturer. The edge lettering is a 
separate manufacturing operation, 
preceding the striking of the two 
faces. A coiner often sold surplus 
edge-marked blanks to another 
coiner, or he might even have sold a 
second hand edge die for the Cas- 
taing machine, used to roll on the 
edge marking.i4 However, the fre- 
quency with which the “Asylum” 
edge marking turns up on pieces 
struck by Lutwyche seems quite 
significant. Of further significance 
is the recurrence of Lutwyche’s 
name as the coiner of a series of 
tokens bearing the heart shaped bale 


mark of the East India Company, 
similar or perhaps identical to the 
reverse of the very rare Franklin 
press mule described above. These 
bale-mark tokens coined by Lut- 
wyche include D & H Manchester 
128-134, all common. While the name 
of the die cutter for the Fmnklin 
press token is too speculative for 
discussion, William Lutwyche was 
probably the coiner. 

To what class did the Franklin 
press token belong? Most previous 
writers have ignored this important 
point. Those few who are on record 
agree (by inference at least) that 
the Franklin press token was a 
genuine traders’ token, issued by 
Watts’ Printing Works, London, 
where Benjamin Franklin worked 
as a young man. Despite this writ- 
er’s great reluctance to spoil a good 
story, it has been necessary to aban- 
don the “genuine traders’ token” 
concept and substitute the probabil- 
ity that the Franklin press token 
was struck in small quantities as an 
unredeemable token for general cir- 
culation which, after turning out to 
be unpopular, soon became of inter- 
est mainly to contemporary coin 
collectors. Also, its listing in all 
the contemporary guidebooks and 
handbooks made it a “must” for col- 
lectors. It was more than anything 
else a collectors token. 

Is the printing press on the token 
really the Franklin press? The rep- 
resentation on the token is stylized. 
It could be any “printing press of 
old style.” The use of a printing 
press for a design harmonized with 
other token types of the day, which 
included such objects as coin 
presses, looms, water wheels, horse 
mills, plows, candle presses and the 
like. The inscription “Franklin 
Press” leaves “. . . little doubt that 
the printing press shown on the ob- 
verse of the token is meant for the 
famous press at which Franklin 
worked when he was employed at

THE FRANKLIN PRESS AT WATTS' PRINTING WORKS, LONDON 


Benjamin Franklin’s flrst stay in 
London lasted from December, 1724, 
until July, 1726, when he sailed for 
Philadelphia, age 20. He worked at 
Watts’ Printing Works most of the 
six-month period before his return. 
Watts was then 48 years old. His 
death at 85 in 1763^6 terminated his 
direction of his printing house, 
which was then sold with its equip- 
ment to Edward Cox of Cox and 
Bayliss,i7 a Arm which became Cox 
and Son (John Lewis Cox) shortly 
thereafter.18 

Franklin almost certainly revisited 
the old printing press some time 
during his third trip to London, De- 
cember, 1764, to March, 1775. There 
is great confusion as to the date and 
apparently no contemporary record; 
let us use 1768, when Franklin was 
62. The revisitation is almost cer- 
tain because it was like Franklin to 
have done so; because the tradition 
existed and was recorded on a brass 
plate 65 years later in 1833, in a 
book in 1839,i6 and in correspond- 
ence in 1841 ; 19 and most importantly 
because the ancient press on Wyld 
St. was only 15 or 20 minutes’ walk 
from Mrs. Margaret Stevenson’s 
boarding house, at No. 7 (now No. 
36) Craven St., where Franklin lived 
during the 15 years of his second 
and third trips to London. 

Some time before 1829 — probably 
long before — Messrs. Cox and Son 
moved their printing firm to 75 
Great Queen Street .20 Also in 1829, 
Robert Harrild moved his printing 
business (established 40 years 
earlier) to 11, Great Distaff Lane,^^

bought the Franklin press from J. L. 
Cox and Sons and moved it to “an 
upper room in a by-lane of London 
at some distance from a frequented 
street.” Four years later, a brass 
plate was mounted on the old press 
to tell its history, and it was (ac- 
cording to Timperley in 1839) “. . . 
shown to strangers as a curiosity. ’’i® 
The writer hesitates to quote the en-

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graving on this plate due to the nu- 
merous errors, but (with this word 
of caution) reproduces it: 

Dr. Franklin's remarks relative to 
this press, made when he came to 
England as agent of the Massachu- 
setts, in the year 1768. The Doctor at 
this time visited the Printing office of 
Mr. Watts, of Wild-street, Lincoln’s- 
Inn-Fields, and going up to this par- 
ticular Press, (afterwards, in the pos- 
session of Messrs. Cox and Son, of 
Great Queen-street, of whom it was 
purchased,) thus addressed the men 
who were working at it: “Come, my 
friends, we will drink together. Ic is 
now forty years since I worked like 
you at this Press, as a journeyman 
Printer.” The Doctor then sent out 
for a gallon of Porter, and he drank 
with them, “SUCCESS TO PRINT- 
ING.” From the above, it will appear 
that it is 108 years since Dr. Franklin 
worked at this identical Press — June 
1833.21 

Timperleyis identifies the “men 
who were working at it” as two in 
number, so there should have been 
an adequate supply of porter. John 
L. Cox in 1841, identified one of the 
participants as a man named Nor- 
grove in his father’s employ about 
70 years earlier. 

That same year of 1841, there ap- 
peared upon the English scene, a 
colorful character named John 
Boyles Murray of New York City, 
a rich man’s son preparing himself 
for a career as a capitalist of the old 
school.22 From this point on, the 
history of the old printing press is 
quite clear. Murray had left Colum- 
bia College after his sophomore 
year and had been placed for a 
year’s training at the Liverpool 
branch of the then great London 
firm of Frederick Huth and Co. He 
wrote that on a trip to London, “In 
the month of June last, I acci- 


dentally learned that the identical 
Printing Press at which Dr. Frank- 
lin had worked in London in 1725-26, 
was still in existence . . He be- 
came absolutely fascinated with the 
idea of bringing this relic to Amer- 
ica. In the end, he overcame the 
many obstacles on both sides of the 
Atlantic and brought it to Washing- 
ton in 1842. He retained personal 
title to the press, and presumably 
paid the expense of its Atlantic 
crossing. The American Philo- 
sophical Society at Philadelphia, 
after several months consideration, 
had refused this treasured relic of 
their founder because of certain con- 
ditions set forth by Murray, includ- 
ing a donation to the Printers’ Pen- 
sion Society of London. Murray 
claimed later to have withdrawn all 
conditions and certainly planned to 
present the press to this organiza- 
tion .23 However there is no record 
of the offer without the conditions, 
and the press was never perma- 
nently located in Philadelphia, de- 
spite a half dozen statements to the 
contrary in the literature. 

Instead, in 1842, it was placed on 
semi-permanent loan with the Na- 
tional Institute,24 which had been 
incorporated that year by Act of 
Congress. The press was placed on 
public display in “the largest room 
in the United States,”25 the museum 
of the newly completed Patent Office 
Building in Washington, D. C., along 
with national historical relics such 
as the Declaration of Independence 
and with the Patent Office’s own 
collection of patent models. 

In 1876, the Franklin press was on 
display at the Philadelphia Centen- 
nial Exposition from May to Novem- 
ber. The Franklin press was a part 
of the exhibit of R. Hoe and Co., 
New York, manufacturer of print- 
ing presses. After the exposition.

the museum in the Patent Office 
Building. It was moved to the Na- 
tional Museum of the Smithsonian 
Institution in 1883.24 Murray appar- 
ently retained ownership of the 
Franklin press until his death in 
1889, age 71.22 The Franklin press 
was purchased in 1901 by the gov- 
ernment, presumably from the es- 
tate of Murray. 


England’s Franklin press may be 
viewed today as a treasured relic in 
the Division of History at the Smith- 
sonian Institution. The writer be- 
lieves it is actually the press at 
which Franklin worked in London, 
but is quick to grant that proving 
it would be a terrific assignment. 
It is equally easy to believe it was 
the model — used by the die en- 
graver for the Franklin press token. 
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I see Mr. Hollis had a collection of curious medals. If he had been still 
living, I should certainly have sent him one of the medals that I have caused 
to be struck here. I think the countenance of my Liberty would have pleased 
him. I suppose you possess the collection and have the same taste. I beg you 
therefore to accept of one of these medals as a mark of my respect. — Franklin 
to Brand Hollis, Oct. 5, 1783.

BOSTON SCHOOL MEDALS

I IKE MOST tales out of Boston, 
this is an old story, as old as 
the first coins struck at the 
U. S. Mint. It dates from 1792 and 
Benjamin Franklin. Too, it is a new 
story, as fresh as the latest 1956 
proof set, as modern as present day 
New England. It is the story of 
Franklin’s Boston school m^als 
which were first awarded in 1792 
and were struck and distributed this 
June to the 22 boys in the Boston 
high schools found “most advanced 
in scholarship and meritorious in 
deportment,” a span of years which 
embraces the English, the Mexican, 
the Civil, the Spanish and both 
World Wars, which stretches from 
large cents to emergency monies; a 
span during which we hope many 
winners of the Franklin Boston 
school medal went on to become 
numismatists. For, among the 
names of the almost 5,000 recipients 
of this prized award, it is very 
pleasant to find many listed who 
bear your familiar surnames. 

To Boston numismatists, the 
name “Franklin” has a double sig- 
nificance; first, for his numerous 
numismatic contributions, to coins, 
to paper money, to medals, and 
second, for his Boston birth and 
education. If both can be repre- 
sented to us by any one thing, they 
can best be so represented by the 
Franklin school medal. 

Benjamin Franklin knew this, 
too. In his will, dated 1788, he had 
written, for the benefit of future 
Bostonians and future numisma- 


tists, these words: 

I was born in Boston and owe my 
first instructions to the free grammar 
schools established there. I therefore 
give one hundred pounds sterling to 
my executors to be by them paid over 
to the directors of the free schools in 
my native town of Boston to be by 
them put out to interest forever, 
which interest annually shall be laid 
out in silver medals, and given as hon- 
orary rewards by the directors of the 
said free schools for the encourage- 
ment of scholarship, in such manner 
as the selectmen of the said town shall 
seem meet. 

Franklin, who rose from a poor 
artisan and printer to a rich scien- 
tist and diplomat, never forgot his 
origin or the benefits Boston had 
offered during his boyhood. He died 
April 17, 1790, in his 85th year. A 
month later, at a town meeting in 
Faneuil Hall, it was voted that the 
Town of Boston accept this grateful 
donation on the terms and for the 
purposes expressed in Franklin’s 
will. 

By 1792, there was sufficient in- 
come from the donation to enable 
the town to authorize the Franklin 
School Medal Committee to procure 
21 medals “with an inscription and 
device engraved thereon” and the 
school committee to vote “that, of 
these medals, three be allowed to 
the Latin school, three to each of 
the three reading schools and three 
to each of the three writing schools.” 
Although the recipients of these 
medals had been selected in 1792, 
the actual medals were not ready 
until January of the next year.

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when the first 14 were distributed 
'‘in order of merit.” 

The obverse of these first Frank- 
lin school medals was inscribed 
GIFT OF FRANKLIN and bore the 
device crossed pens above an open 
book. The reverse was dated 1792 
and inscribed ADJUDGED BY THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE AS A RE- 
WARD OF MERIT TO above a 
name space. The theory that the 
open book on the obverse symbol- 
ized the reading schools and the 
crossed pens the writing schools is 
strengthened by the fact that in the 
succeeding year, a different design 
was adopted for use only on the 
medal awarded at the Latin school. 

The second Franklin medal sub- 
stituted, for the crossed pens and 
book found on the obverse of the 
first, a stack of books below the 
Latin inscription, DETUR DIG- 
NIORI (let it be given to the most 
worthy), a motto reminiscent of 
the . . . “Detur pulchriori” ... en- 
graved on the golden apple Paris 
awarded to Venus. While Paris’s 
golden apple was given to the most 
beautiful, the Franklin medal was 
given to the most worthy, a differ- 
ence appropriate enough since not 
only was the award scholastic but 
also it was given to boys only. 

Girls, who were not admitted to 
the Boston schools until 1788, the 
year of Franklin’s will, were de- 
creed not eligible to receive the 
Franklin medal, even though the 
language of the will does not specify 
the sex of the recipients. Appar- 
ently, those closest to the deed of 
gift interpreted it as applying to 
boys only, a premise that is con- 
firmed by the establishment in 1821 
of the City medals for girls only. 
These medals, simply an extension, 
under another name, of the Frank- 
lin school medals, were awarded for 
meritorious scholarship at the 
schools for girls. From their incep- 
tion in 1792 to the present, Franklin 
school medals have been awarded 
annually in the Boston schools. In 
this period of 164 years, the design 
of the medals, the management of 
the fund and the regulation of the 
award have all been subjected to 
development and change. Shortly 


after 1809, when an English school 
had been added to the original 
Latin and grade schools, the 
DETUR DIGNIORI medal was used 
for all schools and any distinction 
between those awarded at high 
schools and at grammar schools 
was abandoned. 

In 1851, a new design was adopted 
for the medal which has remained 
basically unchanged to the present 
day. The obverse is graced with a 
profile bust of Franklin around 
which is the inscription THE GIFT 
OF FRANKLIN and below 1790 in 
Roman numerals. On the reverse, 
the center is blank for a name 
space, above is a ribbon bearing the 
words AWARDED TO and below, 
a sprig of leaves. 

The year 1867 was one of great 
change in the rules for the award. 
The Town of Boston to whom 
Franklin had made his original 
donation, had long since become the 
City of Boston; the selectmen, aider- 
men; and the population and 
schools, increased so fast that the 
annual interest from the Franklin 
school medal fund formed but a 
small part of the amount needed to 
provide the medals. The year be- 
fore, a city appropriation of $200 
had been required for this purpose. 
Accordingly, in 1867, Franklin 
medals were given in grade schools 
and City medals in girls schools for 
the last time, and henceforth the 
number of medals provided by the 
“income” were apportioned between 
Latin and English high schools 
alone. 

According to Moses Mercill and 
R. M. Babson, headmasters of Bos- 
ton Latin and English schools in 
1876, Franklin medals were awarded 
to a number, never fixed, of grad- 
uating pupils who have made the 
best record in scholarship and con- 
duct during their senior year. 
Theoretically controlled by the 
school committee, practically the 
headmasters decided how many 
medals be given, a number which 
varied from seven to 10 at each 
school. As a general rule, medals 
were given to the top 10 per cent of 
the graduates, but rarely to any 
student with average grades less 
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than 85 per cent. 

In 1897, Franklin school medals 
were awarded to four graduates of 
Mechanics Arts high school (later 
Boston Technical school) and, there- 
after, this school received an appor- 
tionment of medals in addition to 
Latin and English high schools. 
Finally, in 1914, the High School of 
Commerce was added to the list of 
schools. 

As inheritors of the “directors” 
of Franklin’s will, the apportioning 
of the awards has always been in 
the hands of the Boston school com- 
mittee, who, in turn, have delegated 
this duty to committees of their 
own, to the headmasters of Latin 
and English high schools or to the 
Board of Superintendents, where it 
rests today. This board now appor- 
tions the medals according to the 
number of pupils in grades nine 
through 12. In recent years it has 
been the general practice to award 
21 medals each year and, since the 
amount of income from the fund is 
again far from enough to cover the 
cost of the required medals, the 
schools involved are permitted to 
pay the difference between the in- 
come and the actual cost of their 
individual apportionment. 

As inheritors of the selectmen of 
the Town of Boston, the aldermen 
and, later, the councillors of the 
City, together with the mayor, hold 
the monies of the Franklin school 
medal fund in trust. In 1857, aided 
either by fortune or charity, this 
fund had increased from 100 pounds 
to $1,000.00. From 1840 to 1860 it 
was invested in one certificate of 
City 5 per cent stock. The principal 
is still $1,000.00 but the rate is 4 per 
cent which makes the annual yield 
$40.00. 

The actual striking of the Frank- 
lin medal was entrusted to the U. S. 
Mint at Philadelphia, the City of 
Boston bearing the labor costs and 
supplying the silver required. As 
new dies were needed, their fabrica- 
tion costs were defrayed by city 
appropriations. 

This arrangement between the 
City and the Philadelphia Mint 
continued until 1948 with but one 
interruption due to the heavy load 


imposed on the mint by the large 
number of military medals required 
in 1945. For this reason, the 1945 
Franklin medals were awarded in 
1946. On April 7, 1948, the Superin- 
tendent of the U. S. Mint wrote to 
the school committee and the Su- 
perintendent of the Boston schools 
that “It had been decreed that the 
mint not enter into competition with 
private industry in the manufacture 
of medals.” This decree made nec- 
essary the striking of Franklin 
school medals from that time by 
private jewelry and silver com- 
panies, the most recent being the 
Scholastic Jewelry Co. of West Rox- 
bury. Mass. 

An Association of Franklin Medal 
Scholars was formed in 1858, with 
Edward Everett as president, but it 
was short lived. 

When the old Boston public li- 
brary was razed in 1899, a Franklin 
school medal was found which had 
been put in its cornerstone in 1855. 
As far as is known, this is the only 
case where the medal has been 
given to other than a student. The 
Massachusetts Historical Society 
has a number which have been 
donated to them. Dealers and col- 
lectors have some, together with 
the dies of the third design, but 
alas, when checking at the head- 
quarters of the Boston School com- 
mittee, none was found. However, 
it does have the dies of the third 
type. 

Benjamin Franklin would be 
pleased indeed if he could but know 
of the pride and happiness and 
benefit his 100 pounds sterling have 
brought to the thousands of diligent 
and distinguished students he pro- 
vided for in his will. Certainly, 
Franklin had this in mind when he 
arranged his gift, for he had the 
ability to make persons individuals. 
He did not believe in handing out 
things freely but rather in instilling 
in men the spark to be leaders. Let 
him describe a “gift of Franklin” in 
his own words: 

This is a trick of mine for doing a 
deal of good with a little money. I am 
not rich enough to afford much in 
good works and so am obliged to be 
cunning and make the most of a little. 
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BOSTON SCHOOL MEDALS 

Described by George Fuld 

The Boston School medals form an interesting series related quite directly 
to Benjamin Franklin, although several of them do not bear portraits of 
Franklin or mention his name. The list that follows is thought to be reason- 
ably complete in major varieties and has been arranged in the chronological 
order of their issuance. 

The lists of medals in the literature have many apparent errors. In many 
cases Storer relisted varieties of clearly known pieces that had been wrongly 
described. All pieces listed are documented. However, there are probably some 
omissions in the list since no complete set of these medals is known. 

Several related pieces have been deliberately deleted from the list as they 
are not actually Franklin medals. A medal for females was authorized in 
1821 by the City of Boston and was intended as an extension of the Franklin 
medal, awarded only to male students. Early pieces, from 1821 to 1845, were 
engraved on hexagonal silver planchets. In 1845, a struck medal by Merriam 
showing a view of Boston and bearing the title BOSTON CITY MEDAL 1821 
was awarded. The reverse of this piece was the same as one of the Franklin 
School medals (FR.M.BO.ll). The medal was abolished in 1866 and the dies 
are now preserved by the School Committee. 

A very close imitation of the early Boston School medal was made on a 
token issued by the Franklin Dining Club struck in 1904. In place of the 
wording on the original medal (FR.M.B0.2), THE GIFT OF / FRANKLIN, 
the imitation has MEMBER / FRANKLIN CLUB. Otherwise the legend 
and design are unchanged. It has the struck date of 1790 included on the 
reverse, and is listed as Storer 388. This piece was not included in this list 
since it is of historical interest only.

Size 21 Metals - silver (ANS, MHS, Fuld) and bronze (ANS, FULD). Apple- 
ton VIII, Holland 3244, Davis 1611, 1612, Bushnell 1581, 1582, and Storer 407. 
Storer 408 and 409 were undoubtedly intended as the preceding. Woodward 377 
(Storer 405) gives the date on the obverse as MD.CC.XC., but on examination 
of the illustration of this piece in the catalog it is felt this is an error. Accord- 
ing to Green this medal was struck in 1851 and apparently was used into the 
1880s. The dies to this piece are still in the possession of the Boston School 
Committee, although the reverse die has many breaks.

Size 21. Metal — silver (Fuld). This is a different variety that apparently 
was unlisted, and was probably struck to replace the cracked reverse die of 
FR.M.BO.ll. The piece illustrated is dated 1896. This was supposedly used 
for some years.

OBVERSE: Bust of Franklin to left. According to the Boston School Com- 
mittee, this is a recut die of FR.M.BO.ll obverse that is now presently 
used. 

REVERSE: On a scroll AWARDED TO; below, a rose and two twigs. It is 
presumed that this die is the same as the reverse of FR.M.B0.13. 

Size 21. Metal — silver. This is a very tentative description of the medal 
presently issued by the Boston School Committee. The description was made 
from the available information, but unfortunately no specimen of the present 
medal was available for study.

THE FRANKLIN 
BICENTENNIAL MEDALLION

T his medallion was struck 
in accordance with the fol- 
lowing act of the 58th Con- 
gress, approved April 27, 1904: 

To enable the Secretary of State to 
have struck a medal to commemorate 
the two hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Benjamin Franklin, for distri- 
bution in connection with the occur- 
rence of the bicentennial anniversary 
of his birth, on the seventeenth day 
of January, nineteen hundred and six, 
one single impression on gold to be 
presented, under the direction of the 
President of the United States, to the 
Republic of France, and one hundred 
and fifty impressions on bronze, of 
which one hundred shall be distributed 
as may be directed by the President 
of the United States, and fifty shall 
be for the use of the American 
Philosophical Society, held at Phila- 
delphia, for promoting useful knowl- 
edge, founded by Franklin; five thou- 
sand dollars. 

Not only does the medallion have 
the distinction of being authorized 
by Act of Congress, but the added 
distinction of being designed and 
modeled by Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
with his brother Louis collaborating, 
their combined initials appearing in 
a small monogram near the edge of 
the reverse. I know of no other 
similar instance of this probably 
unique situation. 

In the next Congress, the 59th, a 
further bill was approved, authoriz- 
ing the striking of two hundred me- 
dallions by the Secretary of State, 
the cost to be borne by the Ameri- 
can Philosophical Society. However, 
the Assistant Librarian of the So- 
ciety writes me they have not lo- 
cated any reference to authorization 
on their part for any payment for 
an additional two hundred medals, 
although they must have received 
some supply beyond the original 
fifty. Presentations to individuals 


and learned institutions are recorded 
at the time of the celebration. 

Tiffany & Co., of New York, who 
were evidently entrusted with the 
responsibility of securing the artists 
and of striking the original supply, 
report the striking of two 18k gold 
medallions, 155 bronze. The com- 
pany’s name in microscopic size is 
incused on the edge of the piece. It 
would be interesting to learn why 
they were not struck at the Mint, 
since it possessed the equipment for 
this work, having some years before 
struck the large medallions com- 
memorating the laying of the first 
Atlantic cable by Field (1867), and 
the invention of the ship to shore 
life saving process by Joseph Francis 
(1888) — both congressional. 

In the issue of the American 
Journal of Numismatics for Janu- 
ary, 1907, two pages are given over 
to the Franklin medallion. Our 
50-year index of The Numismatist 
fails to show any reference to this 
event. My own specimen, through 
the kindness of Maxfield Parrish, 
Jr., of Revere, Mass., came from the 
late Paul Saint-Gaudens, son of 
Louis, whose death had occurred 
several years before ; and Louis who, 
as jointly responsible for the design 
and modeling, must have saved it 
for its personal interest. 

Adequate photography of the 
piece was somewhat difficult because 
of the dark green patination ac- 
quired during the fifty years since 
its issue. The design — both the 
portrait and the allegorical group 
on the reverse — has real distinction, 
and is a fine and enduring tribute 
to one of our truly great Americans. 
Carl Van Doren, Franklin’s most 
distinguished biographer, rates his 
character one of “grand dimensions” 
— an appraisal that deserves to live.

THE FRANKLIN HALF DOLLAR

O N APRIL 29, 1948, Mrs. Nellie 
Tayloe Ross, then director of 
the United States Mint, ad- 
dressed the Franklin Institute at a 
commemorative dinner on the eve 
of the nationwide distribution of 
a new half dollar. She said that 
Benjamin Franklin was on record 
as disapproving the use of portraits 
on coins. He advocated the substi- 
tution of proverbs profitable for 
human reflection. However, Dr. 
Franklin had a number of human 
weaknesses, perhaps even a little 
vanity, and had he known that 150 
years later his image would be 
placed on a coin of his native coun- 
try, it is quite likely that he would 
not have been seriously displeased. 
He would probably have enjoyed 
the distinction of being the only 
person depicted on regular issue 
United States coinage who never 
held the office of president. 

Mrs. Ross had contemplated a 50 
cent piece with a portrait of Frank- 
lin for several years. The coinage 
laws empower the Director of the 
Mint, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, to change 
the design of any coin not oftener 
than once in 25 years. 

During the war, the Mint oper- 
ated at capacity to produce the nec- 
essary coins of small denomination. 
However, in order to be ready for 
any contingency, its highly skilled 
sculptor, John R. Sinnock, was as- 
signed the task of creating a new 


design with a likeness of Franklin 
and a representation of the Liberty 
bell. Mr. Sinnock completed his de- 
sign but did not live to see the final 
results of his work, as he died one 
year before the coin was distributed 
nationally. 

The Franklin half dollar is unique 
in one important respect. On it the 
eagle is given a subordinate position 
for the first time. The coinage law 
enacted in 1873 provides that each 
silver coin larger than a dime must 
bear the figure of an eagle or repre- 
sentation thereof. Mrs. Ross pointed 
out that this language is ambiguous 
and asked what could be a repre- 
sentation of an eagle but an eagle 
itself. The Mint officials tried to 
persuade themselves that the eagle 
was supposed to represent strength 
and freedom and that the Liberty 
bell would suffice as a representa- 
tion. However, to insure conformity 
with the law, a small eagle was 
placed to the right of the Liberty 
bell to balance the E PLURIBUS 
UNUM on the left. 

The subordination of the eagle 
on this particular coin is an inter- 
esting coincidence inasmuch as Ben- 
jamin Franklin disapproved of the 
eagle as a United States emblem. 
He called it a bird of prey, of bad 
moral character, a coward and lazy. 
He contended that the turkey was 
more worthy and being a distinctly 
American bird would be a more 
suitable emblem.

been 30 years later — presuming, of 
course, that the struggle for inde- 
pendence could have succeeded with- 
out the early part he took in it.

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sylvania. His son-in-law, Richard 
Bache, was a director of the bank 
from 1784 to 1792. 

With the advent of chartered 
banks, their early notes followed 
the pattern of the Continental Con- 
gress issues in general design. The 
banknote engravers did not employ 
the use of portraits generally until 
the 1830s, although some appeared 
earlier. Wismer’s list of New York 
paper money describes the 1825 
$50.00 note of the Marble Manufac- 
turing Company of New York City 
as having a medallion portrait of 


Franklin at the right end. 

In his Index of State Bank Notes 
That Illustrate Washington and 
Franklin, Dr. Muscalus lists 564 
notes, issued by 394 banks in 26 
states, on which Franklin is de- 
picted. These notes range in denomi- 
nation from 5c to $3,000.00. Only 
George Washington appears on 
more state bank notes than does the 
author of Poor Richard^ s Almanack, 
Who can say that the likeness of 
Franklin on these notes was not in- 
tended to imply the adherence of 
banks to Poor Richard’s principles

And if the bankers failed fre- 
quently, the simile is not as ironical 
as it might seem, for Dr. Franklin 
lamented his inability to live up to 
the exhortations of Poor Richard. 

The likenesses of Franklin on the 
state bank notes are many and var- 
ied, but most of them are adapted 
from famous original paintings and 
busts. The paintings made by Jo- 
seph Duplessis, Conservator of the 
Museum at Versailles, are regarded 
as being the truest delineations of 
Franklin. With one exception, they 
show him wearing a coat or jacket 
with a fur collar. Another much 
copied portrait is the one done in 
1767 by David Martin, a Scottish 
painter, and known as the “thumb 
portrait” because of the prominence 
of Franklin’s thumb on which his 
chin rests. Another likeness used 
frequently on the early notes was 
copied from the bust by Jean 
Jacques Caffieri in 1777. This bust 
is usually shown nearly full facing 
and is characterized by the scarf 
knotted at the throat. Many of the 
engravers exercised artistic license 
to the extent that it is impossible 
to more than guess at the source 
from which they copied. 

When, some 72 years after Frank- 
lin’s death, the United States gov- 
ernment started the issuance of 
paper money, it was quick to honor 
this great American on several is- 
sues. First, the scene of Franklin 
and his natural son, William, mak- 
ing the famous kite experiment was 
put on the left end of the 1863 $10 
national bank note. The 1874 and 
later $50 legal tender notes bear a 
portrait which, it seems reasonable 
to believe, was engraved from the 
one which J. B. Longacre painted 
after one of the famous Duplessis 
originals. This same portrait was 
used on the $10 refunding certifi- 


cate issued in 1879. All of the $100 
federal reserve notes, both large and 
current size, bear a profile of Frank- 
lin in the center of the obverse 
which was most certainly copied 
from one of the six life-size busts 
modeled by Jean Antoine Houdon. 
Incidentally, the Franklin bust on 
our one cent postage stamp is from 
a copy of the Houdon bust by Flax- 
man, which is in the possession of 
the American Philosophical Society 
in Philadelphia. 

John Trumbull’s famous painting 
of the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence is on the reverse of 
the $100 national bank note. Promi- 
nent in the foreground is Franklin 
and the other four members of the 
committee which drew up the docu- 
ment. 

Records of the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, Treasury Depart- 
ment, show that the striking por- 
trait of Franklin on the 1874 and 
later $50 legal tender note was en- 
graved in 1872 by Charles Burt. 
While Burt was never an employee 
of the bureau, he engraved many 
fine portraits for it on a contract 
basis. In addition to the notes and 
certificate mentioned in the preced- 
ing paragraph, the following govern- 
ment documents bear this same por- 
trait: $500 three per cent registered 
bond. Act of July 12, 1882, $50,000 
two per cent registered bond, con- 
sols of 1930, Post Office transfer 
draft and Post Office Department 
collection draft. 
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The effect of paper currency is not understood on this side of the water

T he list of Franklin medals 
and tokens was assembled by 
the cooperative efforts of many 
individuals and organizations, with- 
out whose help this undertaking 
would not have been possible. 

The American Numismatic So- 
ciety, which took most of the photo- 
graphs accompanying the listing, 
allowed their fine collection of 
Franklin medals and tokens to be 
included herewith. Valuable infor-

Paul Ginther listed the 
medals and tokens in his collection.

Ernest Jonas gen- 
erously allowed his Franklin tokens 
and medals to be listed. Mrs. Shepard 
Pond, whose separate article is 
found elsewhere in this Numisma- 
tist, supplied helpful background 
information on the Boston School 
medals. Lionel Rudduck generously 
lent his tokens, and many of the 
illustrations are from specimens in 
his collection. Max M. Schwartz 
loaned his fine collection of Frank- 
lin medals for listing, and devoted 
a great deal of time and trouble in 
locating one of the rare tokens so 
that the listing could be correct.

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INTRODUCTION 


Benjamin Franklin is one of 
America’s most honored and re- 
vered patriots. This is especially 
noteworthy since he never held a 
national political office. However, 
his influence on the development of 
the country was extremely great. 
Not only was he a great diplomat 
and statesman, but an outstanding 
scientist, printer and inventor. He 
is known to all school children for 
his experiments with a kite in a 
lightning storm, his early job as a 
journeyman printer, and as first 
minister to France from the United 
States. One of his weekly publica- 
tions, the Universal Instructor in 
all the Arts and Sciences and Penn- 
sylvania Gazette is still published 
weekly under the title of The Sat- 
urday Evening Post, Poor Pichardos 
Almanack also originated by Frank- 
lin is known to all. His founding of 
the Boston School Medal Fund to 
honor those students ‘‘most advanced 
in scholarship and meritorious in 
deportment” is still a noteworthy 
New England tradition and a living 
memorial to him. Many learned 
societies still in existence can boast 
of Franklin as either founder, mem- 
ber or sponsor. He was a famous 
Mason and a member of the re- 
nowned Lodge of Sciences in Paris. 
He was awarded many honorary 
degrees among them LL.D. degrees 
from Oxford University and St. 
Andrews of Edinburgh. Several 
societies were founded as a tribute 
to his memory, including the Frank- 
lin Institute of the State of Penn- 
sylvania and the Poor Richard Club 
of Philadelphia. Many of these 
widespread organizations have is- 
sued medallic tributes to Franklin 
over a period of almost 200 years. 

Perhaps one of the first of these 
tributes to Franklin was a uniface 
medallion, supposedly struck in 
1762 by Mossop (FR.ME.NL.il) on 
the occasion of his receiving the 
Doctorate of Laws from St. An- 
drews in Edinburgh. Other early 
tributes are the famous medallion 
by Nini (FR.ME.NL.3) that was 
issued about 1777; two medals 
issued in 1786 by Dupre', the famous 


French medallist (FR.M.NL.3 and 
5) ; and tributes by the Lodge of 
Sciences of Paris issued in 1783 
(FR.M.MA.2). 

Apparently the first medals issued 
as a tribute to Franklin in this 
country were the so-called Sansom 
medals issued either at the end of 
the 18th or in the early 19th century 
although dated earlier. These 
medals struck by the United States 
Mint and engraved by Jacob Reich 
might have been intended for In- 
dian peace medals although it is 
doubtful if they were ever used. 

Medals of Franklin are still being 
issued; notable ones recently struck 
by the order of the Congress of the 
United States (FR.M.UN.8) were 
awarded in his honor to the learned, 
scientific, educational and welfare 
societies of which Franklin was a 
member, founder or sponsor. The 
Samuel Insull medal of the Frank- 
lin Institute is still given for notable 
scientific achievement (FR.M.FR.8). 
The City of Philadelphia presented 
medals bearing the portrait of 
Franklin to Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Sir Winston Churchill in 1956 (FR. 
M.PH.l). The Poor Richard Club 
presents an annual medal for meri- 
torious service to the nation; Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon and 
posthumously Benjamin Franklin 
were recipients in 1956 (FR.M.P0.3). 
The Boston school medal, has been 
issued every year since 1792 as an 
award to worthy Boston students. 

In the intervening years between 
the issue of the first Franklin medal 
and this 250th anniversary of his 
birth, literally dozens of organiza- 
tions have paid tribute to Franklin 
in a medallic manner. Numerous 
business Arms have also honored 
Franklin by placing his portrait on 
their advertising pieces. Among the 
more famous early store cards with 
Franklin’s portrait are the Wright 
and Bale token (FR.T.WR.l) and 
the Benjamin Hooks token (FR.T. 
HO.l) both issued in the early 1830s. 

Although the tokens and medals 
of Benjamin Franklin are by no 
means lacking in historical interest, 
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medallic art or numismatic rarity, 
they have been sadly neglected by 
numismatists and very little has 
appeared in the literature concern- 
ing them. A list by William Sumner 
Appleton in 1873 supplemented by 
Henry W. Holland in 1875, forms 
the only comprehensive listing of 
the Franklin medals and tokens 
previously published, with 48 pieces 
noted. This list was reasonably 
complete in the early medals. The 
Appleton collection of Franklin 
medals was given intact to the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, 
where it still remains. Other refer- 
ences to Franklin have appeared in 
various auction sales especially 
when larger collections of Ameri- 
cana were sold such as the Bushnell 
collection, the Holland sale, and the 
Davis sale. Lists of Washington 
medals, which also included Frank- 
lin’s portrait have likewise some of 
the Franklin medals, such as those 
in W. S. Baker’s authoritative book. 
Books on contemporary American 
medals have listed some of the 
earlier medals (see for instance 
Loubat and Betts). Most of the 
medals relating to Massachusetts 
are listed in the authoritative pub- 
lication by Storer. The present list 
of medals and tokens has been 
compiled through available listings 
in all these and other publications 
and from pieces in the collections 
of several museums and various 
private collections. 

Many famous medallists have en- 
graved portraits of Franklin that 
are represented herein. Among 
them are Jean Baptiste Nini, Jean 
Martin Renaud, August Dupre', Mos- 
sop of Dublin, Bernier, Jacob Reich, 
Christian Gobrecht, Godel, Caque, 
Pingret, Wright, Bale, Lovett, Mer- 
riam, Morin, Barre', Victor D. 
Brenner, Augustus St. Gaudens, 
John R. Sinnock and Laura Gardin 
Frazer. 

Franklin is represented in various 
styles of portraits, perhaps the most 
common of which was modeled 
after the bust of Houdon, who was 
a fellow member of the Masonic 
Lodge of Sciences in Paris. This 
Houdon bust, which may have been 
used as a model for as many as 


95% of all Franklin medallic por- 
traits was first utilized by Bernier 
and Dupre', and more recently on 
the United States half dollar issued 
since 1948. However, the most inter- 
esting portraits show Franklin 
either in a stocking cap or fur cap. 
The fur cap goes with the fur collar 
and lining indicative of the old craft 
position of master printer. The 
stocking cap portrait is undoubtedly 
the most unusual portrait of Frank- 
lin shown. It shows him three- 
quarters face to the left with young- 
ish features; the mole on his left 
cheek clearly visible (FR.M.NL.6). 
The most famous of the fur cap 
portrayals is on the Nini medallion 
(FR.ME.NL.2), and is shown on 
various later productions such as 
one of the Franklin Institute award 
medals (FR.M.FR.IO), the Wright 
and Bale token (FR.T.WR.l) and 
various of the so-called Civil War 
tokens (such as the pieces FR.T. 
NL.2 through 5, the Stoner and 
Shroyer piece, FR.T.ST.l, and 
others). 

Many of the medals are of excep- 
tional rarity, and have been indi- 
cated as such in the list. Undoubtedly 
the greatest rarity is the piece by 
Lageman listed as FR.M.NL.8. The 
Masonic medals are all quite rare, 
with the Bernier piece (FR.M.MA.2) 
the rarest. The piece dated 1777 
with the stocking cap is extremely 
rare (FR.M.NL.6). The single piece 
apparently issued in Germany is 
quite rare (FR.M.NL.9). Several of 
the tokens are extremely rare, espe- 
cially the Wright and Bale piece, 
FR.T.WR.l. Almost all the small 
tokens, with the bust of Franklin 
in the fur cap are extremely rare 
mules and will be discussed sepa- 
rately. No other indication of rarity 
of these pieces has been given, 
mainly because the information as 
to the number of specimens known 
is not very accurate. Undoubtedly 
many other pieces are quite rare. 

The small tokens with the por- 
trait of Franklin in the fur cap 
issued from about 1865 to 1870 are 
enigmas. They are close copies of 
the small token by Bale, but are 
clearly of a later period. They are 
all of extremely limited issue, with 
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perhaps the most common piece 
having three or four specimens 
known in any single medal. They 
were most likely struck by Key of 
Philadelphia, although it is not 
certain he cut the original die. 
There are three combinations of the 
dies with other authentic Civil War 
dies, one a portrait of a striking 
eagle (FR.T.NL.2), one a portrait 
of Washington (FR.T.NL.3) and one 
with the portrait of Lincoln (FR.T. 
NL.4). All of the pieces are so 
uncommon that they were unknown 
to Hetrich and Guttag as late as 
1924, although there are scattered 
references to them earlier (see 
Baker and the Holland sale). Al- 
though they are classed as Civil 
War tokens, they undoubtedly were 
struck after 1865 as a private ven- 
ture to create extreme rarities for 
collectors, possibly on the orders of 
Edward Groh or J. N. T. Levick, 
although none of these pieces could 
be located in the Levick sale. Sev- 
eral store cards, likewise of extreme 
rarity with these dies, are known. 
One of Mason and Co., date 1870, 
is known only through the Holland 
sale and no specimen has been 
located at present. The Stoner and 
Shroyer piece, with the bust of 
Franklin is exceptionally rare, and 
was undoubtedly struck about 1865 
or later on private orders. These 
later tokens were discussed in a 
paper by Waldo Moore, and later 
supplemented by Max M. Schwartz. 
Their view that these pieces are not 
contemporary is endorsed by the 
authors of this paper. 

A very similar portrait, but not 
from the same die was also used 
on several other mules, one of Beirn 
(FR.T.BE.l and 2), one of Taylor 
(FR.T.TA.l) and one of Whitney 
Bros. (FR.T.WH.l). The latter 
piece is dated 1869, which is prob- 
ably about when they were issued 
although the Taylor piece is dated 
1860 and the Beirn pieces are listed 
with the Civil War tokens by Het- 
rich and Guttag. It is interesting 
to note that not a single one of the 
store cards of this series, although 
they all occur in various metals, 
were listed by Edgar Adams in his 
book on U. S. store cards. 


It is quite possible that the die 
of one of these pieces was in exist- 
ence some years ago in Philadelphia 
(as late as 1930), as pieces struck 
from the first die (the one with the 
Civil War mules) were struck on 
large cents of various dates (see 
FR.T.NL.5). Possibly the late Wil- 
liam Rabin or Thomas Elder owned 
the dies. It is considered by the 
authors that this piece might have 
been struck only a few years ago, 
and rumors to this effect have been 
heard. 

The listing is divided into two 
sections, medals and tokens, and 
the pieces listed alphabetically 
under these sections. The division 
of tokens from medals is made on 
the following basis which might be 
called arbitrary. The so-called Civil 
War tokens and any pieces of a 
clear advertising nature are in- 
cluded under tokens. The pieces are 
given the code FR.T. with the first 
initials of the issuer arranged 
alphabetically and numbered con- 
secutively. The patriotic Civil War 
pieces are arranged first under the 
abbreviations NL (non local). All 
pieces not of a distinct advertising 
nature are arranged under the 
medals. All of the non local medal- 
lions (uniface pieces), where the 
exact issuer is not known are listed 
first in order of decreasing size 
using the American system of six- 
teenths. The pieces are under the 
code of FR.ME.NL.l up to 15 ar- 
ranged as stated. The non local 
medals are then arranged in order 
of decreasing size (under the code 
FR.M.NL.— ). The remaining medals 
where the issuer is known are listed 
alphabetically by the first two 
initials of the issuer (for instance 
the American Chamber of Com- 
merce is FR.M.AM.l) and arranged 
then by decreasing size numerically. 

The best complete description of 
the pieces available is given, but 
in some cases where descriptions 
are from auction catalogs they are 
quite sketchy. Wherever possible, 
present locations of these pieces are 
given by the name of the individual 
in whose collection pieces are re- 
ported. The entire Appleton cabinet 
was given to the Massachusetts

Historical Society (Numbers I 
through XXXIX), but it is difficult 
to examine them today. Where 
pieces are definitely known to repose 
in the society’s collection, the loca- 
tion is indicated as MHS. (In 1923 
Storer reported that the society 
collection contained 65 Franklin 
medals, but details were not given.) 
Pieces located in the collection of 
the American Numismatic Society 
are denoted by the abbreviation 
ANS. A reference in the Art Digest 
for Oct. 1, 1929, said that a famous 
rare book dealer had just purchased 
the Thomas Elder ‘'collection of 126 
medals” of Franklin commemorat- 
ing events in Benjamin Franklin’s 
life; the collection reportedly took 
20 years to assemble. A short 
description is furnished of some of 


them but the present location of the 
collection is not known. In several 
cases rare pieces known to have 
been in the collection are indicated 
in the list. The larger collections 
known are those of Ernest Jonas of 
about 15 medals and tokens, Amer- 
ican Numismatic Society of over 50 
pieces and the authors’ collection of 
about 125 medals and tokens. Ref- 
erences to the pieces in published 
literature are given under the de- 
scription (although locations of the 
more common pieces, such as FR.T. 
NL.l in copper, are not indicated). 
The abbreviations used for the ref- 
erences is given in the bibliography. 
For those who list their pieces by 
the Appleton numbers, a short cross 
reference to the present system is 
given in Table I.

OBVERSE: Bust facing left, struck in high relief. Long flowing hair to shoulder.

Size 72. Metals — bronze (Stack) and terra cotta (ANS). This size is listed 
in bronze as Betts 548, in terra cotta as Betts Sale 276 and as Detrick-Morgan 
1840. The Betts piece in bronze was in the collection of Dr. Thos. A. Emmet. 
Some of the comments on this piece are quite interesting. Betts states that 
“A large medallion by the same artist, of similar design (presumably the size 
100 piece) was exhibited at a meeting in March 1871 of the Boston Numis- 
matic Society. That one was of ‘red tile, four and half inches across the 
face, and the portrait is raised from the surface nearly a quarter of an inch. 
The coat is collarless, the waist coat is buttoned close up to the throat, and 
the ends of what we presume is a white handkerchief, are knotted under the 
double chin. His head is crowned with a fur cap — fez style — with a tassel on 
the top. The features are strongly brought out, and the delicate lines about 

the eyes are plainly discernible ... A coat of arms, the design of which we 

fail to discern, appears under Franklin’s shoulder where the clay is cut off 
square.’ Dr. A. S. Green showed the medallion at the meeting mentioned, and 
said that it was probably the one alluded to by Franklin in a letter to his 
daughter, Mrs. Bache, dated Passey, June 3, 1779, where he says: ‘the clay 
medallion of me . . . was the Arst of the kind made in France. A variety of 
others have been made since of different sizes; some to be set in the lids of 
snuff boxes, and some so small as to be worn in rings.’ The medal described 
in the text appears to be one of the smaller reproductions. ‘The coat of arms, 
so called,’ said Dr. Green, ‘is undoubtedly the private mark of Nini . . . The 
fur collar and lining were the habitual badge of the master Printer of the 
olden times, and a fur cap naturally go with it. An engraving of this medal 
of reduced size, is to be found in Lossing’s Field Book of the Revolution, II, 
1855. Jean Baptiste Nini was born at Urbino, Italy, in 1717. He resided in 

Paris and died at Chaumont in 1786; he was noted for his skill as an en- 

graver on glass, and his work in terra cotta. A still larger medallion, even 
rarer than the above, by the same artist is in Mr. Appleton’s cabinet.’ ” 

Dr. Weber, in an article in the American Journal of Numismatics, criti- 
cizes Betts’ listing of this piece, and states: “This is almost certainly merely 
a bronze cast from the terra cotta medallion (4^^ inches in diameter) by 
Nini, mentioned by the editors. The terra cotta medallion is by no means 
very rare in France, and in fact is by far the commonest of all Nini’s medal- 
lions; this fact helps to show the interest which Franklin excited in France. 
The terra cotta medallion by Nini with a similar bust of Franklin, but of 
larger size, is rarer. This is, however, a third terra cotta medallion by Nini 
having the portrait of Franklin wearing spectacles; only two specimens of this 
are known; one I have seen in the Castle of Blois, and the other is said to 
exist at Paris.”

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still another allusion apparently to these medallions, appeared in the 
American Journal of Numismatics 31:S1 (1887) as follows: “The Franklin 
Typographical Society, of Boston, celebrated the one hundred and eighty- 
first anniversary of the birth of Benjamin Franklin, on the 17th of January, 
1887, at which a large medallion of Franklin was shown by the Secretary. 
It has a curious history. A number of these medallions were cast in Paris 
in 1777 to be sent to America, but through some cause or other the package 
lay neglected until discovered last year, when one of the United States consuls 
forwarded this one to Rev. Edward Everett Hale, its present owner, who 
kindly loaned it for exhibition to the Society during the evening.” Presumably 
this is also the Nini medallion. The medallion, by Renaud, in the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, is undoubtedly of the same period.

The Numismatic Chronicle (1891, p. 101) says that “the dies were probably 
cut by Wm. Mossop." This was the elder Mossop of Dublin, one of the most 
distinguished medallists of his time, who died in 1804. The date of this medal 
is not determined; the authority quoted thinks it may have been struck on 
the occasion of Franklin’s reception of the Doctorate of Laws at St. Andrew’s, 
Edinboro, and at Oxford or previous to 1762. If so, it is probably the earliest 
of the Franklin medals. He had been elected a member of the Royal Society, 
and presented with the Copley medal in 1753.

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BOOKS FOR CHRISTMAS

F or the toe of the stocking 
of the numismatist, for his 
pleasure on Christmas morn- 
ing, have you thought of a numis- 
matic book as a gift? Here are a 
few worthy volumes, small and 
large, paper bound and hard covers, 
which the Editor recommends for 
your consideration. 

One of the first to come to mind 
is a small 84-page, paper bound 
volume, half Spanish, half English, 
with plates, called Las Monedas de 
Cuba (The Coinage of Cuba) by 
Thomas Lismore, Havana, Cuba, 
1955. This is a private venture and 
in the absence of previous pub- 
lished works each detail was veri- 
fied by the author. The text, divided 
in two parts, “The Revolutionary 
Coinage” and “The Republic Coin- 
age of Cuba,” more than outweighs 
such deficiencies as exist in the 
illustrations. Appendices contain in- 
formation on the Cuban dollar 
series, check list of coins of the 
republic, the coinage law, legal 
authority, and current prices of 
Cuban coins. The booklet is recom- 
mended. 

The reissuance of that standard 
work in late date large cents, How- 
ard R. Newcomb’s United States 
Copper Cents, 1816-1857, which has 
long been out of print, is this year’s 
contribution to numismatic litera- 
ture by Numismatic Review, 41 W. 
57th St, New York, N. Y., pub- 
lishers. Of 293 pages with 11 full 
page photographic plates and hun- 
dreds of line drawings, the retail 
price of $10.00 is reasonable. Even 
though some discoveries have been 
made and information developed 
since Newcomb’s work, his book will 
still be found necessary by the large 
cent collector, and we salute the 
publishers on the quality of this 
new reprint. (Mrs. Numismatist, if 
discreet inquiry shows your husband 
is interested in the late series large 
cents and he does not have this 
book, at least one of your Christmas 


problems is solved. Available only 
from your retail coin dealer.) 

For the paper money addict, Wil- 
liam H. Dillistin has added another 
splendid little work entitled A 
Descriptive History of National 
Bank Notes, 1863-1935 to the list he 
has already produced. This one, of 
55 pages, is privately printed by the 
author and is available from him at 
443 39th St., Paterson 4, N. J. It is 
a limited edition priced at $5.00 and 
is in three parts: revision of an 
earlier article “National Bank Notes 
in the Early Years,” a full record 
with historical information on notes 
of the original series and the first 
charter period; a revision of “Na- 
tional Gold Banks and Bank Notes”; 
and a completely new section on 
notes of the second and third char- 
ter periods and of the reduced size, 
series of 1929 issues, with history, 
denominations, descriptions and 
other pertinent information on all 
series. Recommended, of course. 

For 20 cents, the Government 
Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C. 
will send the brand-new 30-page 
illustrated booklet called “The 
United States Secret Service, What 
It Is, What It Does,” by U. E. Baugh- 
man, Chief. It’s a beautiful little 
pamphlet every numismatist will 
enjoy reading. 

Paper Money of the Mexican 
Revolution by Arlie Slabaugh, 7320 
Milwaukee Ave., Chicago 31, is a 
reprint of the series that ran in The 
Numismatic Scrapbook detailing the 
background of and listing over 1100 
varieties of paper money issued 
during the 1913-1916 period. With 
72 pages and 48 illustrations, it 
represents the most complete cata- 
log of its kind ever published. The 
price is $2.00. 

A small 750 will buy C. C. Cham- 
berlain’s Collecting Coins, a 96-page 
booklet published by Raven Books, 
Ltd., 10 New St., Chelmsford, Eng- 
land. It fulfills its purpose of intro- 
ducing the subject of coin collecting 
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to the beginner, although its appeal 
is primarily to the collector of Eng- 
lish and ancient coinages. 

The Israel Numismatic Society 
has issued the first of a projected 
15 volume Corpus Nummorum 
Palaestinsium entitled The Coins of 
Aelia Capitolina by Leo Kadman. 
Bound in buckram, 191 pages and 
17 plates, priced at $7.50, this book 
should be in the hands of every 
serious numismatic student and 
especially those with an interest in 
the Jewish series. Dr. Kadman, 
after treating of the historical back- 
ground and introducing the subject, 
gives a detailed description of 206 
coin types from the reign of Ha- 
drian to that of Valerianus. The 
plan of the series envisions nine 
volumes given over to coins of the 
cities, five on the Jewish coinage, 
and one on the royal and imperial 
mints in Palestine. Numismatists 
are urged to buy this first volume 


and add each succeeding one as 
issued. 

And lastly. Dr. John H. Daven- 
port, Knox College, Galesburg, 111., 
has written Oversize Multiple Talers 
of the Brunswick Duchies and Saxe- 
Lauenburg in a limited edition of 
400 copies. The preface is by Henry 
Grunthal and the valuations by 
Mark M. Salton. The book, folio 
size, has 80 pages and 79 illustra- 
tions, and is the first on the subject 
in English. Those who know Dr. 
Davenport’s reputation for scholarly 
research will buy his latest work 
without hesitation. The price is 
$ 10 . 00 . 

The above paragraphs are in- 
tended to introduce the reader to a 
few of the recent books in numis- 
matics. Detailed reviews of some 
will appear in subsequent numbers 
of The Numismatist.

What Is This 
Franklin Item? 

Dear Mr. Bradfield: 

Several months ago there appeared 
an article in The Numismatist entitled 
“Washington Funeral Gold Medals” by 
Margaret W. Brown, Associate Cura- 
tor, U. S. National Museum, Smithso- 
nian Institution, Washington, D. C. In 
this article it was stated that mourn- 
ing jewelry was quite popular during 
the 18th and early years of the 19th 
centuries. 


For a long time I have had in my 
possession a small thin gold disc — 
(probably of rather light caratage), 
which conforms in some respects with 
Miss Brown’s descriptions of the 
Washington medals but bearing an 
impression of the bust of Benjamin 
Franklin. The piece is circular in 
shape measuring 22.5 mm. in diameter 
with a 1.5 mm. bevel leaving the cen- 
tral raised portion of the obverse, and 
about the same corresponding de- 
pressed portion of the reverse, a 
diameter of 19 mm. In the circum- 


ference of the bevel there are semi- 
circular notches 1 mm. in diameter, 
as may be seen in the illustration, 
which might have been the means of 
fastening the disc in some manner or 
other into a surrounding frame or 
mounting of some sort. 

If any reader can identify this piece, 
I shall be grateful.
